Alsrt, a 6 0-mile tu nnel wou ld be re­ 
q u ired to transp ort riv er w ater from the 
Mid Hu dson Valley to the Kensico Reser­ 
v oir in W estchester Cou nty . Of the three 
p rop osed alternate rou tes, two wou ld 
hav e the tu nnel bu ilt on the west side of 


the riv er. 
I he $3.6 -billion p roject, estim ated to 
take eight y ears to constru ct, wou ld re­ 
q u ire ex cav ation of 11 million cu bic y ards 
of rock.

Nea rly $ 1 Billio n Due 
Cou rt Tells NYC 
Fiscal S tall Over 


ALBANY ( U F I)- In effect, 
the state Court of Appeals has 
told New York City it will 
allow no further stalling in 
deciding on a repayment plan 
for nearly $1 billion worth of 
overdue notes 
The city was granted a 21 a - 
week extension in a ruling Fri­ 
day and told to submit by Feb. 
3 its plan to comply with a 
Nov. 19 high court decision 
outlawing a part of its finan 
cial recovery plan. 
Officials had asked for 30 
extra days because of delicate 
discussions underway about 
the proposed issuance of a new 
city security. The security, if 
acceptable to banks and other 
investors, would be a key ele­ 
ment of the repayment plan 
The court will consider a 


final order at a session begin­ 
ning Feb. 7. 
The high court advised the 
city that the final repayment 
order 
would 
have 
to give 
priority to redeeming notes 
held by persons or institutions 
who had purchased them prior 
to their maturity dates rather 
than to speculators who had 
picked up the notes at dis­ 
count after the city’s problems 
began. 
In its Nov. 19 order, the 
Court of Appeals ruled that a 
three-year moratorium on the 
redemption of the notes was 
u n c o n s titu tio n a l. 
Th e 
moratorium was approved by 
the state legislature as part of 
a plan to give the city time to 
eliminate some of its overload 


of borrowing. 
The city was given until .Jan. 
17 to submit a proposed repay­ 
ment plan after Flushing Na 
tional Bank, the plaintiff in 
the successful challenge of the 
moratorium and holder of sev­ 
eral million dollars worth of 
notes, had submitted its pro­ 
posed order on Dec. 16. 
In a memo explaining its 
order, the court said sub­ 
missions were to be confined to 
proposals 
for 
repaying 
the 
notes, some of which are al- 
ready.past their maturity date, 
and added that "plaintiff may 
speak only for itself” and not

Bell. 
Byrd said he would "reserve 
judgment" on whether Bell 
will win Senate confirmation 
but “ as of now" he thinks so 
and intends to vote for him.

“ I think Mr. Sorenson is 
probably in a more difficult 
status. ...I consider his nomi­ 
nation to be in considerable 
difficulty His chances are, at 
this point, questionable."

— "There will be a great 
deal if sympathy and effort" in 
Congress for bolstering the 
jobs part of Carter’s economic 
program, but economic stabil 
ity should be a top national 
priority in order to be able to 
pay for social programs. His 
No. 1 goal in social legislation 
is a bill to provide insurance 
for “ catastrophic illness” so 
that “ no family is going to be 
reduced to pauperism by vir­ 
tue of a protracted illness.”

NORTHEAST

A new policy of giving prison inmates free mailing 
privileges could become a "fiscal runaway" for taxpayers 
to fund, warned Sen. William T. Smith, R-Big Flats. The 
policy, put into effect Jan. 1 without consultation with the 
legislature, contains no limits on the volume or substance 
of material an inmate can mail. 


“ Conceivably, an inmate would be able to send thousands 
of pieces of mail to citizens or legislators at taxpayers 
expense. Next thing we know, the print shops in the prisons 
will start mass producing stationery at our expense," Smith 
said. 


RETIREES APPOINTED 
Assembly Speaker Stanley Steingut has hired retired 
Surrogate Court Judge Nathan Sobel of Brooklyn as his 
special counsel. Sobel has been on the public payroll since 
1930 when he was counsel to the Assembly Minority Leader 
Irwin Steingut, the present speaker's father. Sohel’s salary 
had not yet been determined.

Officials said the crew gave no indication to the Bromma 
control tower that they were in trouble 
Witnesses said the airliner, on a flight from Mslmo in 
southern Sweden to the Bromma airport, landed nose first, 
tilted on its back and exploded, leaving only the plane's 
tail intact. It took 25 firemen one hour to extinguish the 
blaze.

"Adm ittedly, there are no 
open international wars.

gional basis, some of them — again. New 
Paltz as an ex am ple — are water-poor 
because their perm anent population is far 
sm aller than non-resident or industrial 
population.

W hile the Corps’ high-flow skim m er

Suspicions were aroused recently when 
truckloads of paper began arriv ing Police

D istrict Attorney F'ranics J. Vogt said 
the unnam ed driv ers would be q uestioned 
to determ ine whether the company is in 
v iolation of a Supreme Court order plac­ 
ing lim its on what and how much can be 
dum ped at the P lattekill landfill. 
Allegeations hav e been m ade that gar­ 
bage has been im ported to Ulster from as 
far away as the Bronx . 
The garbage war started almost a y ear 
ago when Dutchess began hauling refuse 
across the riv er to its 7 4-acre landfill here. 
The Town of Plattekill sought help from 
Vogt, then hired its own lawy er and 
secured a tem porary injunction against 
the com pany . 
The case, which is still unsettled, could 
hav e a staggering effect on the region 
Justice W illiam M urray not only has 
refused P lattekill’s req uest to uphold the 
local law prohibiting im ported dum ping 
but has stated that “ regional needs of an 
area dictate the necessity for landfill 
needs and transcend town needs and local 
law." 
A rgum ents hav e been presented to the 
A ppellate Div ision appealing M urray ’s 
decision.

I wou ld like to elaborate and ex pand on 
qu estions raised at the recent pu blic 
hearing on proposed renov ations and ad ­ 
ditions to Kingston High School. I fav or 
efforts of the board and adm inistration to 
im plem ent im prov em ents on the present 
site. 
Of major concern to me is th at there 
was no apparent effort to design and plan 
for u se of alternate energy sou rces nor was 
there any them e of energy conserv ation. 
New bu ilding and constru ction offers a 
real opportu nity to plan for redu cing 
sky rocketing energy costs for both ex ist­ 
ing and proposed new plant. M ay I make 
these points for the u rgent consideration 
of the board: 
1. Solar energy applications are now 
av ailable for dom estic hot w ater heating 
(com pletely du ring spring, fall and su m ­ 
m er and for preheating du ring winter 
when fossil fu els wou ld be u sed as the 
prim ary energy sou rce). Solar energy 
cou ld be u aed in sim ilar fashion to heat 
the swimming pool and to su pplem ent 
ex isting fossil fu el heating in the ex isting 
high school plant. The sy stem lends itself 
to air cooling in the su m m er. 
Inform ation abou t dem onstration pro­ 
jects, and other bases for fu nding are 
av ailable from ERDA, HUD, and N a­ 
tional Science Fou ndation — as well as 
from state edu cation and energy d epart­ 
m ents (of. Commerce). Ex am ples of su ch 
projects are close at hand, e.g.* S tate 
Univ erstiy Alu mni Hou se, Albany , and 
Carey Arboretu m in M illbrook, Du tchess 
C ou nty . O ther ex am ples, su ch as the new 
Federal Bu ilding in M anchester, N .H., 
are av ailable in the E ast and N ortheast. 
C orprorations su ch as Com ing Glass. 
G ru m m an 
Corporation, 
W estinghou se 
and M inneapolis-Honey well hav e m ar­ 
ketable applications already av ailable. 
AHEAD, Inc. of W est Hu rley (Neil Freer) 
is a local firm. 
2.Spring-ty pe fau cets and v alv es at 
least for hot w ater shou ld be installed in 


new and ex isting lav atory and gy m facil­ 
ities. 
3. Special insu lation, energy conserv ant 
glass and stru ctu ral m aterials and bu ild­ 
ing design oriented to best u se of solar 
energy is essential. 
S tu d ent and Science facu lty inv olv e­ 
m ent cou ld make the whole process an 
im portant edu cational tool and fu rther 
broaden fu nding opportu nities. 
In respect to the raised platform con­ 
cept, I wou ld like to reem phasize basic 
concerns with respect ot safety : 
• Areas where the platform nears K ate 
W alton Field Hou se and abu ts proposed 
new constru ction m ake response to a fire 
em ergency difficu lt u nless the stru ctu re 
and shape of the platform itself is de­ 
signed to meet su ch contingencies. 
• If platform fou ndation and stru ctu ral 
m aterials were adju sted and strength­ 
ened, it cou ld be later adapted for fu rther 
constru ction when the present bu ilding 
needs replacem ent. 
• The issu e of heav y snow accu m u lation 
from plowing and alternate m elting and 
freezing was not properly addressed at the 
hearing and goes directly to the issu e of 
w hether platform constru ction can in fact 
accom m odate the fu nctions it is proposed 
to perform . It seems to me th at chem ical­ 
ly treated su rfacing m aterials, solar col­ 
lectors and reflectors wou ld offer a ttra c ­ 
tiv e alternativ es to sm all v ehicle plowing 
and collection, and remov al. 
I am aware of the pressu re and stress 
u pon the board and adm inistration d u r­ 
ing th is early planning phase I believ e 
the abov e su ggestions relating to safety , 
ev ergy conserv ation nd alternativ e energy 
applications deserv e seriou s considera­ 
tion on their merit* — and jn order th at 
all of u s can hav e some control ov er costs 
which detract from monies with more 
direct benefit to the process of edu cation.

(newspeak for "th e nativ es are restless 
tonight” ) were the winners and we, the 
loser. It’s th at sim ple. To ask th at they 
be as m agnanim ou s in v ictory as we were 
to their fellow Asians 32 y ears ago is 
u nrealistic. They are, after all, of a 
different cu ltu re and cannot u nderstand 
the sentim ental hang-u p abou t M IA’s 
which m arks ou r decadent cu ltu re.

He said th a t am nesty 
m eans erasing gu ilt, or deny ing it, while 
a pardon m eant ju st th a t — a pardon — 
•irrespectiv e of factu al qu estions of gu ilt 
or innocence. 
1 find that effort at definition somewhat 
strained, and in all probability it was first 
spru ng by Mr. C arter late one night at a 
town m eeting in New H am pshire after a 
v ery long day . A m nesty is an act of 
forgetting: as in a lapse of memory . 
Althou gh the C onstitu tion does not giv e 
the chief ex ecu tiv e the ju ridical au thority 
to 
forget,” it does im plicitly grant the 
chief ex ecu tiv e the power to effect the 
sam e resu lt. It grants the chief ex ecu tiv e 
the right to decline to pro secute If a 
prosecu tor, on orders from the Attorney 
General, taking orders in tu rn from the 
President, annou nces th at from this day 
forth no one w anted for draft ev asion or 
desertion will be prosecu ted, th at act 
ex tends to the delinqu ent a certain ju d i­ 
cial serenity . 
This, m ind y ou , is less than the great 
ex cu lpators desire. They wish that there 
shou ld rem ain neither civ il liability , nor 
social stigina. T hat is why so m u ch tim e 
is spent on the plight of the half million 
m en who receiv ed a discharge other than 
honorable. It is said th at these men do not 
know what or when this disability will rise 
to hau nt them . W hat if, some day , one of 
them w ants to ru n for President? W hat if, 
some day , one of them is ju dged a bad risk 
by the French Foreign Legion? W hat if, 
some day , ju st as the stone-cu tters raise 
their chisels at M t. Ru shmore, it tra ns­ 
spires that the face of the mftn they are 
abou t to im m ortalize is the face of som e­ 
one who hid behind the bu shes at An Loc? 
Now the conv iction is creeping u pon u s 
to confer u pon the state the power to 
decide certain m atters on behalf of the 
entire com m u nity , and th at su rely is not 
as it ou ght to be. It is one thing for the 
state to decide w hether it shall pro secute 
. Another for the sta te to decide w hether 
the com m u nity shou ld or shou ld not 
cou nt it against som eone th at he behav ed 
in a particu lar way at a particu lar tim e. 
As it happens, y ou are only asked to show 
y ou r discharge papers if y ou apply to join 
the reserv es, or to enlist in the FBI, or 
CIA. I last ex hibited my own to the Town 
Clerk of Stam ford, Conn. in 19 52 to 


qu alify for a $1,000 dedu ction in my 
property tax : and as a m atter of fact it 
wou ld not hav e m attered if the discharge 
had been less than honorable u nder the 
Connecticu t statu te. 
Moreov er, any disgrace, or misadv en-. 
tu re, in which a half m illion ou t of a 
potential ten million persons participated 
is by the sheer weight of the m atter not 
going to be widely noticed. It is like a 
teenager who one was bu sted for smoking 
m ariju ana. To hav e been cau ght may in 
some states take y ou to jail, bu t it will 
infrequ ently lose y ou the strategic esteem 
of the com m u nity . H ester’s Scarlet Letter 
was distinctiv e in v irtu e of its rarity . If 
the incidence of the offense fo which she 
was branded had been as com m onplace 
as a college rom ance, the Scarlet Letter 
wou ld 
hav e 
been 
m istaken 
for 
the 
em blem of a new sorority . 
Mr. C arter is best off leav ing history , 
and the conscience of the com m u nity , to 
ju dge the qu estion of the less-than-hon- 
orable discharges. No positiv e harm is

W ASHINGTON — Henry Kissinger 
had one last shu ttle trip to make. He took 
the M adison Av enu e bu s in New York 
and got off at East 5 0th Street, then went 
into the Random Hou se. The president of 
Random Hou se m et him at the door and 
u shered him into his office where photog­ 
raphers took pictu res of them sitting 
together on the cou ch joking with each 
other. Then the photographers were asked 
to leav e. 


Two hou rs later Henry cam e ou t of the 
office smiling, and the reporters su r­ 
rou nded him. 
"W e had v ery fru itfu l talks,” Henry 
Said. “ And we’re hoping th at some agree­ 
m ent can be worked ou t on a book 
adv ance that will be satisfactory to both 
sides.” 
“ W here will y ou be going now, Mr. 
Kissinger?” 
“ I am going to take the Random Hou se 
offer to Simon and Schu ster to get its 
reaction . It is my hope that the president 
of Simon and Schu ster will be willing to 
compromise on certain ou tstanding issu es 
th at the president of Random Hou se 
raised.” 
Henry got on the cross-town bu s and 
went into Simon and Schu ster. He m et all 
afternoon with the president of Sim on 
and Schu ster and cam e ou t at du sk. He 
told waiting new spaperm en, "1 am happy 
to report that som e progress is being 
m ade in the talks concerning my m em ­ 
oirs.

Schu ster has dropped his dem ands th at 
he retain the paperback rights on the 
book, which was a big stu m bling block in 
ou r negotiations. I will be m eeting with 
the chairm an of Tim e-Life Books tom or­ 
row to transm it the Sim on and Schu ster 
dem ands.

Word was sent 
ou t th at the talks were proceeding so well 
that Kissinger and the Tim e-Life officials 
wou ld continu e them after lu nch. 
At 3 o’clock Henry cam e ou t with the 
chairm an of the board, and they each 
m ade a brief statem ent. 
The chairm an spoke first. "M r. K issin­ 
ger and Tim e-Life are happy to report 
that we consider ou r talks frank and 
forthright. He passed on to u s his con­ 
v ersations with Random Hou se and S i­ 
mon and Schu ster, and we intend to 
stu dy them and giv e him an answer in a 
few day s.” 
K issinger then took the microphone. "I 
wish to thank Tim e-Life for its generou s 
hospitality . While there are still some 
problem s 
concerning 
newspaper 
and 
m agazine serialization 1 believ e my trip 
has produ ced an atm osphere in which the 
possibility of com prom ise is now present. 
It is my intention to take the train to 
Pleasantv ille this ev ening and talk to the 


editors of the Reader’s Digest Pr ess to 
m ake su re they u nderstand w hat is at 
stake.” 
At m idnight Kissinger went into a 
m eeting with the leaders of the Reader’s 
Digest and cam e ou t at 6 in the m om ing. 
"1 am retu rning to Random Hou se in a 
few hou rs to clarify G erm an, French and 
M alay sian reprint rights to my book, at 
the requ est of the Reader’s Digest peo­ 
ple.” 
Kissinger went back to Random Hou se. 
W hen he cam e ou t of the m eeting a 
reporter cried, “ Henry , hav e y ou m ade a 
settlem ent?” 
"I am not at liberty to say becau se I 
m u st seek . clarification from Dou bleday , 
ov er sev eral new points raised by Random 
H ou se.” 
"Are y ou pessim istic or optim istic?” a 
reporter shou ted. 


"W here m emoirs are concerned one 
m u st alway s 
be optim istic. It 
is to 
ev ery body ’s adv antage to giv e a little, 
and my only interest in these negotiations 
is to make all sides satisfisd. After neeting 
with the president of Dou bleday I shall 
stop off to see the presidents of Viking, 
G .P. P u tnam , H arper and Row, McGraw 
Hill and W.W . N orton, and giv e them a 
111 report on my conv ersations. T hen I 
hope to arrange a m eeting of the in­ 
terested parties in Helsinki nex t m onth. 
"W hy H elsinki?" 
“ 1 u nderstand the Finnish rights to my 
book are nothing to sneeze a t.”

Areas of influ ence were carv ed ou t, with 
specific territories going to thoee strong 
enou gh hold them . Slu sh fu nds were 
created to ov ercome political obstacles, 
and promising y ou ng racketeers were sent 
to college to giv e the m ob some class 


These slick m obsters hav e now taken 
ov er the 
rackets, 
inclu ding u nlawfu l 
wagering. States th a t hav e adopted legnl- 
ized gam bling, u nfortu nately , hav e not 
pu t the u nderworld lords ou t of bu siness 
The tru th is that legalized gam bling has 
helped their bu siness 


To get the story , we sent ou r reporter 
Rick Sokolow to New York, which was the 
first state this side of N ev ada to establish 
Off-Track Betting parlors. 


At the street lev el, the m obsters still 
wear flashy clothes, squ ire gau dy girls 
and hang ou t at bars, bistros and race 
tracks. Bu t the crim e bosses are more 
likely to be fou nd in su its of conserv ativ e 
cu t and color. They cou ld pass, say , for 
M adison Av enu e adv ertising ex ecu tiv es. 


Under their direction, organized crime 
has become the nation’s biggest bu siness, 
and one of its most profitable operations 
is illegal gam bling. T he u nderworld ty ­ 
coons hav e their hands in the till of most 
friendly neighborhood bookies. 


In New York, Sokolow fou nd th at bu si­ 
ness has been boom ing for the bookies 
since the state opened Off-Track Betting 
parlors, which accept lawfu l bets on the 
horses Bu t the legal wagering, apparent­ 
ly , attracts new gam blers M any of them 
wind u p placing bets w ith the neighbor­ 
hood bookies, who offer other sporting 
wagers, tax -free pay offs and easv credit. 


Sokolow v isited a legal betting parlor 
and a bookie joint two blocks apart in one 
of New York C ity ’s old ethnic neighbor­ 
hoods. 


The state-ru n parlor had no chairs, no 
food, no bev erages. A stark light ex poeed 
a dirty floor littered w ith discarded news­ 
papers and tickets T he betters stood in 1 
line 
before 
bank-sty le 
windows 
and 
placed their bets w ith faceless tellers 


In contrast, the local bookie operates 
ou t of a neighborhood bar u nder an 
elev ated train. The atm osphere is cozy 
and congenial; dim lighting softens the 
harsh realities; the bookie is a likeable, if 
larcenou s fellow who presides ov er a 
corner table. 


He agreed to talk to u s if we wou ld call 
him 
Frankie N u m bers," which is not his 
nam e. Bookm aking is the only trade he 
has ev er known, he said. He got his start 
at age 13 as an apprentice to his father, 
who was also a bookie. 


Frankie has a cordial rapport with his 
cu stom ers. He hu gged a middle-aged 
woman who handed him a piece of paper 
w rapped arou nd a roll of money . He 
slipped the money to the bartender for a 
rou nd of drinks for the people at the bar 
A "bu siness ex pense,” Frankie called it 
He cocked his head toward the bar 
“ People here know me my whole life," he 
said. “ T here’s not a person there who 
w ou ldn’t help me if the police cam e in 
here.” 
Of cou rse, there is a seam y side to the 
bookm aking bu siness. Frankie has serv ed 
tim e in prison for gam bling. He operates 
on the fringes of the u nderworld, whose 
ru thless leaders aren’t pleasant people to 
work for. A bookie can get hu rt, if he 
m akes a m isstep. 
T heir cu stom ers, too, can get hu rt. For 
m any , gam bling becom es an addiction, 
and they find them selv es deep in hock to 
the friendly bookie. If he doesn’t collect, 
some u nfriendly characters may do it for 
him . 
Sokolow talked to other bookies, to 
their cu stom ers and to sou rces on both 
sides of the law. T here's no dou bt abou t 
it; legalized gam bling has stim u lated 
illegal gam bling as well. 
T his has been confirm ed, in fact, by a 
national stu dy on gam bling. It was con­ 
du cted by the Univ ersity of M ichigan 
Su rv ey Research C enter. There is a cor­ 
responding rise in u nlawfu l gam bling, the 
su rv ey fou nd, in states th at legalize bet­ 
ting. 
Fo o tno te. A spokesm an for the Off- 
T rack Betting office acknowledged that 
the state has been u nable to com pete with 
the bookm akers. T he state is pressing for 
legislativ e changes, he said, th at wou ld 
perm it the legal parlors to com pete better 
with the bookie joints. * 
IN SID E T H E W HITE H O USE. Un 
like Richard Nix on, who left the W hitt 
Hou se u nder a dark clou d, President Ford 
will leav e in the su nshine.

We W’ash- 
mgtonians are too cynical to 
believe that, but Illinois be­ 
lieves it.” 
Harvard sociologist David 
Riesman, 
author of "The 
Lonely Crowd.” says the coun­ 
try today is a different place 
than it would have been if 
Gerald Ford had won the elec­ 
tion. 
“ If Ford had won, and I say 
this without any spirit of 
meanness, there couldn’t have 
been any mood of hope,” 
Riesman said in an interview. 
"There couldn’t be any chance 
of anything new happening 
Neither the right nor the left 
would have been satisfied.” 
As it is, RieSman finds 
"some feeling of hope, but it is 
almost hope against hope be­ 
cause people have been dis­ 
illusioned so much. One tries 
not to hope, but being human 
we can’t help but hope.” 
He stresses, however, that 
one election has not drained 
away the cynicism that’s been 
a long time accumulating. 
"There’s still a feeling of 
‘promises, promises,’” he says, 
“ and distrust for all authority, 
and apathy." 
The complaints about 
Carter’s Cabinet choices from 
black, 
labor and women's 
leaders — made mostly to 
keep the pressure on — “ have 
soured what could have been a 
better mood," Riesman says 
Another reader of the na­ 
tional pulse is foreign service 
officer William Watts, who 
quit the White House National 
Security Council staff in 1970 
to protest the U.S. invasion of 
Cambodia and formed 
Potomac Associates, a Wash­ 
ington research house. 
"I find a sense of frustration 
in the country, a feeling that 
life is becoming more and 
more complicated," he says. 
Calling Carter’s campaign 
"anti-Washington" misses the 
point, Watts said 
He says 
Carter won because he 
criticized Washington’s per­ 
formance, not its prospects. 
Americans want the gov­ 
ernment to work and are will­ 
ing to pay the price if it does,” 
he says. "People are upset that 
government hasn't been doing 
the job,” 
“ We have a great trust in the 
people as a people and the 
system as a system; it always 
comes back to performance.” 
At the same time, Watts, 
through polling, finds a sense 
of nationalism — "a tiredness 
of being pushed around, and a 
feeling that we’ve got to take 


care of ourselves 
Ihere’s a 
tremendous disillusionment 
with the United Nations and 
increased support for our mili­ 
tary alliances 
"There’s a growing concern 
over the threat of war and the 
threat of communism, a sharp 
increase in support of defense 
spending, for the proposition 
that we want to be No. 1." 


But America’s big worries 
still 
are 
close 
to 
home. 
Potomac Associations polls on 
sentiment about 31 "major na 
tional issues" find that of the 
five which draw most concern, 
four deal with crime, violence, 
drugs and political corruption 
— and one with rising prices. 
Twelve years ago, the top 
five items related to interna 


tional and defense matters; 
now the 10 leading issues all 
deal with domestic concerns. 
For 10 years, Lou Harris har 


been testing people’ s "alien­ 
ation" by asking if they agreed 
or disagreed with a set of 
statements such as ‘ I feel the 


people running the country 
don't really care about me” or 
"what I think doesn’ t count 


much anymore" or "the rich 
get richer and the poor get 
poorer.” 
When the poll was first 
taken, in 1966. the "alienation 
index," the average of those 
who agreed, was 29 per oent. It 
was 42 in 1971, 49 in 1972, 55 
in 1973 and 1974, 58 in 1975, 
61 last March. A few weeks ago 
it dipped slightly, an indica 


tion, perhaps, that the country 
feels better. 
The groups were moat alien­ 
ated were those that most sup­ 
ported Carter — hlacks, per 
sobs earning under $5,000, un­ 
ion members, liberals, South­ 
erners, and people under 30. 
Watts, in his polls, also 
found a better national frame 
of mind. In 1974, six of 10 


Americans did not expect their 
personal situation to improve 
over the next five years; last 
year 57 per cent expected im­ 
provement. 


Of course, the country is too 
diverse to be so smoothly cate 
gorized. Just as readers railed 
against Pat Oliphant’s cartoon 
in Washington, R.L. Carlstein 


of Largo, Fla., put Carter on 
notice that he expects per­ 
formance. 


He understands the value of 
a 
symbol. He seemed 
foolhardily optimistic in Iowa 
and New Hampshire telling 
people, "My name is Jimmy 
Carter and I’m running for 
president.”

TOWN OF ULSTER - 
The Ulster Town Board re­ 
cently approved a five-year 
lease of General FJectric two- 
way radio equipment for the 
town’s police department. 
The leased equipment will 
cost the town $412 monthly. 
Police Chief Meyer I^vy said 
the deal would have several 
other advantages than price, 
noting that it would put his 
cars on the same frequency 
with the New York State Po­ 
lice. Such a move will make 


the state police laboratory and 
helicopter services available to 
town police and it might be 
possible to save money by 
doing away with a dispatcher 
during slack periods and let­ 
ting state police handle calls, 
Levy said. 
After several persons in the 
audience objected to spending 
the-money, I>evy noted that 
present equipment is second­ 
hand, worn out and expensive 
to repair. The department has 
spent more than $2,000 in re­ 


pairs since he became chief 
last year, he noted. 
Town patrol cars currently 
share a frequency with the 
Ulster County Sheriffs De­ 
partment and this often pres­ 
ents a problem in getting on 
the air, since the Sheriffs De­ 
partment gives top priority to 
its own vehicles. 
Councilman Ed Crosby cast 
the only negative vote, saying 
the town should get at least 
one competing price quote and

The board unanimously 
turned down the application of 
Eugene Massa for a mobile 
home park on the road from 
Route 9W to the town dump. 
Supervisor Carmine

said Massa "has a poor track 
record" and that his applica­ 
tion does not meet planning 


board requirements. 
Asked from the audience 
why sewer taxes had risen so 
sharply in the town this year, 
Sabino said interest on the 
$4 8 million the town borrowed 
increased from 54 per cent to 
9.95 per cent when the note 
was renewed and that $400,(XX) 
in federal aid had not been 
received in time for inclusion 
in the budget. The money will 
be received during the current 
year and should help reduce 
sewer taxes about $20 per

Howev er, it is also im p ortant 
to realize th at any inform ation 
p eop le want abou t social se­ 
cu rity , or any h elp th ey need 
in filing a claim for benefits or 
meeting th eir resp onsibilities 
u nder th e p rogram , is av ail­ 
able from any social secu rity 
office, and th ere are 1,300 of 
th em arou nd th e cou ntry , free 
o f charg e. Th is inform ation 
and h elp is av ailable th rou gh 
p ersonal interv iew, ov er th e 
telep h one, th rou gh literatu re 
or corresp ondence, wh ich ev er 
migh t be ap p rop riate or conv e­ 
nient for th e indiv idu al. 
Som e of th e ads y ou may 
h av e seen offer y ou "an official 
and 
confidential 
rep ort 
on 
y ou r social secu rity record." 
O th ers may p rom ise y ou sp e 
cial p u blications on social se­ 
cu rity , or a sp ecial book th at 
will sh ow y ou “ h ow y ou can get 
social secu rity ch ecks before 
y ou retire.” Th ese ads offer 
y ou noth ing mroe th an w h at is 
av ailable to y ou from y ou r 
local social secu rity office at 
no cost to v ou . 


T h is is not to say th a t th ere 
aren 't 
good 
nongov ernm ent 
p u blications on social secu rity . 
Some p u blish ers h av e p u t to ­ 
geth er wh at th ey feel is an 
easier way of u nderstanding 
social secu rity , wh ile oth ers 


h av e organized and com p iled a 
detailed ex p lanation of recent 
ch anges in th e law. Bu t, y ou 
can Usu ally tell th e difference 
between th ese and oth ers; th rv 
don’t claim to sell "secrets.” or 
any th ing y ou cou ldn’t find nu t 
from u s. 
Take for ex « “ 
le th e ad 
wh ich offers y ou a 'confiden­ 
tial rep ort of y ou r social secu r­ 
ity record.” T h is is u su ally 
done by a com p any soliciting 
bu siness. After p eop le retu rn 
th e cu t-ou t p rinted form in th e 
ad. someone from th e com ­ 
p any u su ally sends th em a 
facsimile of th e form to requ est 
a statem ent of y ou r social se­ 
cu rity 
earnings. 
Th e 
same 
form is av ailable from any 
social secu rity office free. Th e 
firm cannot get y ou r earnings 
record, only y ou can. After y ou 
receiv e y ou r earnings records, 
th e firm will u rge y ou to con­ 
tact th em to discu ss th eir ser­ 
v ices. 
Th e sam e consu lting 
serv ice is av ailable to y ou at 
any social secu rity office, and 
again, it’s free. 
T h ere’s p robably noth ing il­ 
legal abou t th e com p any ’s p ro­ 
cedu re, bu t it is misleading to 
giv e y ou th e im p ression th at 
it’s p ossible to get inform ation 
from y ou r social secu rity re­ 
cord w ith ou t y ou r w ritten au ­ 
th orization, or th at th e in­ 
form ation th ey will giv e y ou 
isn't oth erwise av ailable to y ou 
free of ch arge from social se­ 
cu rity . 


Anoth er ex am p le is th e ac 
for a book th at can sh ow y ou 
among oth er th ings, h ow to gel 
social secu rity benefits befort 
retirem ent. 
It 
is tru e th at 
abou t 10 million p eop le with 
an av erage age of 30 do collect 
social secu rity , bu t th ese are 


y ou ng widows and ch ildren ot 
deceased workers or disabled 
workers and th eir families. Re 
tirem ent benefits are not p ay ­ 
able u ntil th e worker is a t least 
62 y ears of age. Th u s, wh at is 
tru e in only certain cases is 
h ardly tru e for th e general 
p u blic, as th e ad wou ld h av e 
y ou believ e. In addition, if 
th ere is th e sligh est qu estion in 
y ou r m ind as to y ou r eligibility 
for disability or su rv iv ors ben­ 
efits, a v isit, p h one call or 
letter to v ou r local social secu r- 


ity office wou ld giv e y ou an 
accu rate and au th oritativ e an ­ 
swer. 
Desp ite th e m illions of p u b­

A. That m ig ht be a facto r. But, peo ple do n’t realize that 
mo st so cial security m atters can be handled by pho ne, 
including apply ing fo r benefits. And there are certain 
tim es when the pho ne is less likely to be busy . T h is is 
g enerally aro und the later half o f the mo nth, and the 
later h alf o f the week and later during the day . after 3 
p.m. fo r ex am ple. 


Q. T h ere are a lot of elderly p eop le in my ch u rch wh o cou ld 
p robably u se social secu rity inform ation. Is th ere any th ing 
I can do to h elp ? 


A. There are a number o f thing s y o u can do to help. 
As a m atter o f fact, so cial security depends o n peo ple like 
y o u to g et info rm atio n to po tential beneficiaries, because 
we find that wo rd o f mo uth is o ne o f the mo st effectiv e 
w ay s o f reaching such peo ple. Yo u can arrang e to hav e 
us send y o u so me publicatio ns that y o u can keep o n 
display in the church audito rium o r lo bby o r arrang e fo r 
a speaker fo r the g ro up. Call us and w e’ll wo rk o ut 
w hat's best fo r y o ur circum stances. 


Q. Does it make any difference wh ich social secu rity office 
I go to? I m ean, it is easier to v isit th e one near my job rath er 
th an wh ere I liv e. 
A. No . Either o ffice will be g lad to serv e y o u.

You ou gh t to keep in m ind 
also th a t th e inform ation y ou 
get from p riv ate com p anies 
may often be incom p lete, inac­ 
cu rate or misleading, if not 
o v e rp ric e d an d o u tda te d. 
W h en y ou deal directly with 
social secu rity y ou can be su re 
th e inform ation y ou get is ac­ 
cu rate, reflecting th e m ost re­ 
cent ch anges in th e laws and 
th e inform ation is tailored to 
y ou r p articu lar circu m stances. 
If y ou feel a need to talk with 
som eone ou tside social secu r­ 
ity , consu lt p eop le like y ou r 
lawy er or a trained cou nselor 
working with a com m u nity or 
serv ice organization, p articu ­ 
larly th ose working with v eter­ 
ans, disabled or retired p eop le. 
Howev er, if y ou still feel y ou 
w ant to answer an ad offering 
h elp w ith social secu rity , wh y 
don’t y ou call social secu rity 
first and see if th e inform ation 
isn’t av ailable to y ou free, or 
h av e th em ex p lain to y ou w h at 
th e ad is really offering. You 
m igh t sav e some money and 
really get th e inform ation y ou 
need.

By feeding 
w ater into th e so il th is way , 
y o u pro v ide a plant with ft 
co nstant so u rce o f mo istu re 
w ith o u t dro wning it. 


W ith th is m eth o d y o u can

o r o th er appro priate v essel. In ­ 
stead o f w atering each plant 


indiv idu ally , y o u need o nly 
keep th e v essel su pply ing th e 
plants fu ll o f water.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
pray s frequ ently — sometimes 
as often as 25 times a day . 
That kind of deep personal 
faith is u niqu e among Ameri­ 
can presidents and many peo­ 
ple 
hav e been baffled by 
Carter’s "bom ag ain” personal 
faith. 
Carter will be the first “bom 
ag ain" president althou g h he 
is the third Baptist and second 
Sou thern Baptist to enter the 
White Hou se Warren G. Har­ 
ding was a Baptist and Harry 
Tru man was a Sou thern Bap­ 
tist, bu t not as activ ely in­ 
v olv ed in denominational life 
as Carter has been. 
In addition to his activ e 
membership at 
the Plains 
Baptist Chu rch, where he fre­ 
qu ently teaches a mens' Bible 
class. Carter has also been 
activ e in the affairs of the 12 
m illion m em ber Sou thern 
B aptist C onv ention, the 
nation’s larg est Protestant de­ 
nomination. 
That denomination, despite 
its size, is only now entering 
the mainstream of the Protes­ 
tant mov ement in the United 
States and has frequ ently been 
the targ et of caricatu res and 
stereoty pes depicting Sou th­ 
ern Baptists as backwoods 
fu nda m e nta lists and re­ 
v iv alists preaching imminent 
hellfire and damnation. 


The denom ination while 
traditionally located in the 
Sou th, has its roots in New 
Eng land Pu ritanism and the 
frontier rev iv als of mass “con­ 
v ersion" and "reg eneration” 
that swept America ju st before 
independence. Larg e nu mbers 
of these reborn Christians mi­ 


g rated to the Sou th and the 
seeds of the denomination that 
became the Sou thern Baptist 
Conv ention were planted. 
Still at the heart of the 
denomination’s belief is the 
conv ersion or rebirth ex ­ 
perience, and it is this ex ­ 
perience Carter speaks of when 
he talks abou t being “bom 
ag ain.” 
Dr. Henlee Barnette, pro­ 
fessor of Christian ethics at the 
Sou thern Baptist Theolog ical 
Seminary in Lou isv ille, Ky ., 
describes it as to be "beg otten 
or sired of God into a new 
being . The believ er mu st not 
only be bom of water' (bap­ 
tism) bu t of the ‘Spirit.’ The 
new birth is not mere reform 
bu t being reborn. To be a new 
man is to hav e a new beg in­ 
ning .” 
Carter ex plains 
his own 
“bom ag ain” in less ex plicitly 
theolog ical terms. 
“Abou t 10 y ears ag o, I re­ 
alized I was missing something 
im porta nt,” he say s. ‘‘I 
seemed to hav e no pu rpose in 
life There seemed to be no real 
meaning in life. I beg an to 
pray abou t it and to talk to 
others abou t it, and I had a 
personal spiritu al ex perience 
that is difficu lt to ex plain to 
people who hav e nev er had 
su ch an ex perience. 
“I beg an to g row...I became 
u niqu ely aware of the Holy 
Spirit as an integ ral part of my 
life I learned that I cannot 
depend on my self for ev ery 
need, and to solv e ev ery prob­ 
lem.” 
He said that a lot of people 
are 
my stified 
by 
the 
ex ­ 
perience. “1 don't make a big 
thing ou t of it, bu t neither do

ades between Missou ri and her 
sister Lu therans, most notably 
the middle-of-the-road Ameri­ 
can Lu theran Chu rch. 
Nor was Lu theranism the 
only branch of American Prot­ 
estantism to be tou ched by 
internal dissent and possible 
schism. 
The controv ersial decision of 


the Episcopal Chu rch to allow 
the ordination of women to the 
priesthood continu es to deeply 
div ide that denomination and 
threatens it with schism. 
Dissidents who say they can­ 
not liv e with the idea of wom­ 
en priests hav e called for meet­ 
ing later this y ear and formal 
schism is considered a v ery 
liv e option by a minority of the 
dissidents 
In addition, Sou thern Pres­ 
by terians are fig hting ov er a 
new confessional statement, 
Roman Catholics are trou bled 
by differences reg arding the 
ordination of women and the 


place of div orced and remar­ 
ried Catholics in the chu rch, 
and Sou thern Baptists are 
div ided ov er the ex plosiv e 
presence of charismatic* in the 


tian chu rches, thou g h slow 
and tediou s, are prog ressing 
steadily . There is now g reater 
willing ness to neg otiate and 
discu ss once forbidden topics.

I hestiate to say pu blicly that 
the most important thing in 
my life is Jesu s Christ. 
Bu t Carter's relig iou s faith, 
as it has been pu blicly man­ 
ifested, is shaped by more 
than Baptist beliefs 
The so-called “Christian Re 
alism” mov ement, associated 
with the teaching of American 
theolog ian Reinhold Niebu hr 
also play s a major role in 
Carter’s ex pressed faith. 
Niebu hr sou g ht to cou nter 
Christian liberals and secu lar 
hu manists who believ ed in the 
primary g oodness of people 
and that lov e was enou g h to 
establish God's king dom on 
earth. He arg u ed that the 
world was sinfu l and the best 
that cou ld be hoped for was 
some measu re of equ ity and 
ju stice among peoples. 
In his book, “Why Not the 
Best,” Carter u se* as an epi­ 
g raph Niebu hr's max im that 
“the sad du ty of politics is to 
establish ju stice in a sinfu l 
world.” For Carter, the max im 
seems not only to ex press a 
kind of conserv atism abou t the 
limits of g ov ernmental action 
— the notion of the sinfu l 
world — bu t also acts as a foil 
ag ainst a piou s indiv idu alism 
which does not work for social 
chang e and the establishment 
of ju stice. 
Carter’s personal faith is a 
complicated one. deeply per­ 
sonal y et v ery pu blic and it is 
not g oing to g o away when the 
iron g ates of the White Hou se 
shu t behind him after the in­ 
au g u ration. 
“My widely pu blished re­ 
lig iou s conv ictions are part of 
the Carter packag e,” he said 
after his nomination. “They 
come with me.”

faith. 
Said his sister, “Look, I 
don’t know if he’s ev en heard 
of my book ... read it. I’m not 
with them all the time. After

(N.C.) for 27 y ears. 
"If there is criticism of me, 
it is totally , completely sepa 
rated ... I don’t think it wou ld 
affect Jimmy .” 
Mrs. Stapleton's book is 
"The Gift of Inner Healing 
(Word Books, Waco, Tex .),” 
her first on the su bject of faith 
“in the power of Jesu s to reach 
within when the hu man spirit 
opens.” The book now has 
reached the 100,000-sales 
mark, said the pu blisher. 
Asked whether she thou g ht 
the book wou ld sell if she were 
not the sister of Jimmy Carter, 
Mrs. Stapleton said, “Yes.

Stapleton's ministry 
cannot be defined in one para­ 
g raph.

If they keep the act together, 
moat teenagers manage to es­ 
cape some of the trau mas of 
y ou th—u nwanted pregnancy , 
getting thrown ou t of school, 
au tomobile 
accidents, 
dru g 
bu sts, flu nked cou rses, and 
teen 
alchoholism. 
Howev er, 
practically ev ery teen faces at 
least one inescapable trau ma 
—the death of someone or 
something dear. It seems to be 
an almost u niv ersal ex perience 
— facing the awesome signifi­ 
cance of death, for the first 
time. 
Of cou rse, moat people en­ 
cou nter death long before the 
teens —the hamster who went 
to heav en, the somber fu neral 
of a grandparent, or cou nting 
the cars in a fu neral proces­ 
sion. While, at the time, the 
ex perience is mov ing, not u ntil 
the teens, it seems, does a 
person grasp the fu ll impact of 
what is going on. 
Often, 
the 
occu rrence 
is 
made worse by the fact that, 
for once, one cannot rely on 
adu lts for comfort and emo­ 
tional su pport. Seeing a teen­ 
ager striken by the realization 
of death, a great many adu lts 
become as u ncomfortable as 
they do when confronted by a 
qu estion abou t sex . It is hard 
to gu ide another in a land 
where one does not feel at 
home oneself. 
Sometimes death is that of a 
family member, a friend, a 
teacher, or a sweetheart. Other 
times it may seem more re­ 
mov ed from the immediate en­ 
v ironment—a political figu re, 
a rock star or ev en a family 
pet. Feelings abou t the death 
may be confu sed by gu ilt, a 
morbid satisfaction, or fear 
abou t ou r own personal fu tu re. 
Most teens are in the process 
of formu lating a philisophy of 
death—big words that mean 
approx imately , 
figu ring 
ou t 
where death is at. Is death the 
end of life—or the beginning of 
a new form of life? Will those 
who die be rewarded for the 
good they did and pu nished for 
the ev il? 
It may be comforting to 


know that qu estions su ch as 
these hav e trou bled people 
since the beginning of recorded 
time, (For instance, mu ch of 
what we know abou t Egy ptian 
history was gleaned throu gh 
the stu dy of the giant tombs, 
the 
py ramids.) 
Many 
wise 
men (and a few foolish ones) 
hav e written ex tensiv ely on 
their beliefs abou t death. 
High school English stu ­ 
dents hav e probably stu died 
T enny son’s classic poem, 
"Crossing the B a r(C ontra ry 
to y ears of stu dent pu ns, it is 
not a poem abou t v isiting a 
tav ern.) Dy lan Thomas, short­ 
ly before his u ntimely death, 
wrote "Go Not Gentle into 
That Good Night." 
Emily Dickinson wrote light­ 
ly of death; Omar Khay y am 
took a far more cy nical v iew in 
" T h e R u bia y a t." P rose 
writers, too, hav e been deeply 
inspired by the su bject of 
death, and many of the most 
mov ing 
books ev er written 
hav e death as at least part of 
the theme 
Many teenagers find comfort 
in reading some of this m ateri­ 
al —pr writing their own Ex ­ 
pressing one’s feelings on pa­ 
per sometimes seems to help 
that bottled-u p feeling of an­ 
ger 
and 
fru stration. 
Some 
teens find comfort in their 
religion, or in the adv ice of an 
adu lt who has learned to cope 
with death. 
Very rarely , a teenager may 
become morbidly preoccu pied 
with death, or trou bled by 
gu ilt or depression that do not 
fade with time. Most of these 
teens benefit from a period of 
professional cou nseling. Socie­ 
ty has dev eloped many thera- 
pu tic ritu als (su ch as the fu ­ 
neral) which help u s to cope 
with the realities of death. 
Few of u s can feel at home 
with the knowledge that death 
is the one certainty of life. One 
teenager 
wrote. 
"Life 
and 
death are different ends of the 
same string." And each is in­ 
separably connected with the 
other.

LAKE PLACID (UPI)—Prep arations 
for hold ing the 198 0 W inter Oly mp ics 
here were d efend ed by local organizers 
Satu rd ay and got some breathing room 
from env ironmentalists who are worried 
abou t constru ction need ed for the project. 
In a statem ent answering criticism that 
Gianfranco Kasp as, World Sk i Fed er­ 
ation secretary , lev eled Frid ay abou t 
Lak e Placid hav ing d one “p ractically 
zero" p rep arations, officials said the v il­ 
lage had , in effect, been p rep aring for the 
Games since the ones last held there in 
1932 and many facilities were still av ail­ 
able. 
Meanwhile, the Sierra Clu b said it 
wou ld try to open negotiations with 
Oly mp ic and Ad irond ack Park Agency 
Officials to find an alternate site for a 90- 
meter sk i ju m p need ed for the Games and 
ap p rov ed for Interv ale, near the v illage. 
Env ironmentalists hav e balk ed at hav ­ 
ing a tower need ed for the ju mp bu ilt 
ad jacent to a 7 0-meter tower alread y at 
Interv ale. They say the ju mp , now sited 
for the ed ge of the Ad irond ack High Peak s 
region, shou ld be mov ed . 
The APA granted p reliminary ap p rov al 
for the Interv ale site Jan. 10. 
Samu el Sage, Sierra Clu b's north­ 
eastern v ice p resid ent, said a clu b com­ 
mittee v oted Satu rd ay to ask the APA to 
reconsid er the ap p rov al. 
He said other sites, inclu d ing one at 
Bassett Mou ntain, abou t a d ozen miles 
away , are “ not only av ailable bu t techno­ 
logically su p erior to the p lanned site and 
can be bu ilt.” 
One of Kasp as's criticism’s Frid ay was 
that a 9 0-meter site wou ld be too far away 


from the v illage where the rest of the 
ev ents wou ld be held . He cited the Sierra 
Clu b as a p rime op p onent to the Games' 
p rep arations. 
Sage, in a telep hone interv iew with 
UPI, said his grou p timed its Satu rd ay 
v ote to come after the APA had mad e it* 
Interv ale d ecision, not after Kasp as' com­ 
ments. 
Ask ed if the clu b wou ld challenge the 
site in cou rt, Sage said , “We will not tak e 
a p osition on that u ntil we see what 
hap p ens with negotiations.” 
He said the d ecision to ask for talk s is 
"p art of the Sierra Clu b's ongoing p ro­ 
gram to p rotect the env ironmental inte­ 
grity of the Ad irond ack *." 
The clu b also will write the Interna­ 
tional Oly mp ic Committee say ing it has 
no d esire to u nd ermine staging the Oly m­ 
p ics at Lak e Placid , Sage said . 
“We are v ery mu ch afraid that we’re 
going to be blamed for whatev er hap p ens 
with the Oly mp ics. We d on’t feel we're in 
a corner. There is negotiating room. If the 
Oly mp ics is p u lled ou t of Lak e Placid , it 
will be for other reasons," Sage said . 
The clu b wants to find an “immed iate 
and reasonable negotiated solu tion to the 
controv ersy ,” Sage said . 
Ronald MacKenzie, p resid ent of the 
Lak e Placid Oly mp ic Organizing Com­ 
mittee, said bobsled and icesk ating areas 
were read y for the 198 0 Games He said 
sk i p rep arations were d etailed in a rep ort 
sent Jan. 5 to national and international 
sk iing officials. Kasp as had criticized 
alp ine and cross cou ntry sk iing p rep ara­ 
tions.

Klammer came first on the d emand ing 
3,8 5 1 -y ard H ahnenk am m track in 
2:09.7 1, followed by Switzerland ’s Rene 
Berthod in 2:10.6 4, Bernard Ru ssi in 
2:10.8 1 and Erwin Josi in 2:11.29. 
“ Klammer was the natu ral winner," 
Ru ssi said . “ He is u nbeatable u nless he 
mak es a seriou s mistak e. His mistak es 
tod ay were not seriou s enou gh.” 
“They are the best wax ing ex p erts in 
this k ind of weather,’’ Klammer said of 
the Swiss racers. “They had the fastest 
sk is." 
The race was held after 12 hou rs of 
snowfall so that the bottom-seed ed grou p 
had to start first to remov e the new snow 
from the track . 
The Au strian*, who swep t the first 
three p laces in the last world cu p d own­ 
hill race at Garmisch Partenk irche, West 
Germany , last week , d id not d o q u ite as 
well on their home track . 


Klammer showed not only the best sk ill 
and athletic ability bu t also the strongest 
nerv es . 


"I hav e been botherered all week by 
well-wishers and au tograp h hu nters," he 
said . "It req u ires solid nerv es to end u re 
all this p ressu re. “ 
Some 15 ,000 fans lined the cou rse and 
chanted "Franz, Franz Franz “ as Klam­ 
mer schu sssed across the finish line with 
the fastest timee . 
Karl And erson, of Greene, Maine, fin­ 
ished 19th in 2:14.29, the best American 
showing. 
Dav e Irwin of Canad a, who d efeated 
Klammer in December 1975 at Schlajm- 
ing, Au stria, came in only 27 th in 2:16 .5 4. 
Klammer’s win help ed him to tak e the 
lead in the world cu p stand ings with 100 
p oints, followed by his teammate Klau s 
Heid egger with 90 and the reigning world 
cu p hold er Ingemar Stenmark of Swed en 
with 79 points.

FO X B O R O , Mass. tl'P l) — Dave Cowens would never 
write an autobiography because be believ e* hi* life is nobody 
else * business 
But Cowens is a star, an All Pro basketball player who 
left his team during the season because he had “ gone stale." 
then returned refreshed two months later 
A great story to write, A fascinating story Jp read But still 
nobody’s business, as far as Cowens rs concerned 
So the questions surrounding his 63-day, 30-game absence 
will go unanswered by Cowens He will say only that he left 
for personal reason* and returned for personal reasons. 
But interpreting other Cowens remarks during his "vaca­ 
tion," it appears he left basketball for the good of Dave 
Cowens the individual. 
He never liked being a star Basketball was and is nothing 
more than a game. Cowena believ es If people want to watch 
professional basketball g amea* they should pay their money, 
enjoy the action, then leav e They should not want auto­ 
graphs, should not want to know inside tidbits about the 
athlete’s personal life, a"A ballplayer should be able to be 
a person like anybody else." said Co wens last week 
Cowens doe# not like the special attentio n given athletes 
and do e# not like the hy ping of iporta fn o rder to sell tickets. 
But to play basketball he had Vo endure the things he 
disliked. 
On Nov. 10, 1976, 
tho ug h, he could endure no more. 
Although averaging more than 18 po ints a game in his first 
eight contests, Cowens admittedly was play ing below par. 
He fouled out of three g ames and tro tted up and down the 
court rather than hustle in has usually intense manner. 
The initial stories specuUled that Cowens left the team 
because of a tiff with <ti*eh Tom Heinsohn or because he 
was upset with the addition of Sidney Wicks and Curtis 
Rowe or because the Celtics traded Paul Silas or because 


longtime friend Don Nelson had retired. 
None were at the heart of the decision, however Cowens 
simply realized, after si* years as a pro, that playing the 
game well was only a tiny part of being a basketball player. 
A star is supposed to he a Super Hero — a cool dude who 
drives fancy cars and loves adulation. 
Cowens. instead, yearned to be unnoticed "But I didn't 
quit basketball to go into hiding, to become a hermit," he 
said in an interview a day before returning to the Celtics. 
"I would like nothing better than to roam freely.” 
Hut he was unable to be left alone, even after quitting 
Rather, more and more reporter* and fans haunted him to 
find out the "real" story of the man who left his $280,000 
job. 
When Cowens returned home to Newport, Kv., a I'P I 
reporter sought him out; when he visited hi* Florida State 
alma mater and played in a pickup basketball gHme, a 
journalist wrote a story; and when he arrived at New 
England Harness Raceway last Tuesday to Itegin a new job, 
the men with the notebook# were there again. 
Cowens granted a one and a half hour interview to I'P I 
that day, knowing before he said his first word that he would 
not be pleased with the story. 
" I ’m on a mental fact-finding journey here (at the race 
track)," he said. " I ’m just here to satisfy my own curiosity, 
not to be a public relations man for the track. I would rather 
have just come in here as an innocent person and learn more 
about how to deal with people — without any promotion, 
PR (public relations) or flamboyance. But even by giving 
this interview, I’m defeating my purpose " 
He compared newspaper reporting to the judicial system, 
"which is not perfect either, A lot of decent people are 
crucified and aren’t given a proper shake. Newspapers are 
like that, too. 
"l^et’s say someone writes a long story; then it's chopped 
up by someone else at the paper, rewritten and then has a 


headline put on it. 
"That's not fair. The story may not he the truth But 1 
have to live with it as a basketball player. I have to be under 
scrutiny from millions of people, just because I play 
basketball. That’s ridiculous." 
•lust as Cowens predicted, he was not pleased with the C I’I 
story that came out in many newspaper# the next day. The 
flOO-word story "didn't include one-tenth of the things we 
talked about and it showed you don’t know me at all,’' he 
told the reporter. 
,Cowens seemed most piqued about a quote in the fourth 
paragraph in which he admitted to being “ selfish" for 
leaving the Celtics The story further explained Cowens 
made a decision to leave because he was confused and had 
to think of himself first, in that situation. 
The newspajiers focused their headline# on the "selfish” 
statement and Cowens. who dislikes being in the public eye, 
became irate. 
Why did Dave Cowens become a professional basketball 
player when he knew it would turn him into a public figure'’ 
"I was kind of like one of those little blind sheep why 
didn’t know about the big. bad world," said the red-haired 
farmer's son from Newport, Ky. "I didn't overwhelm the 
college scouts and only about 10 school# offered me scholar 
ships. 
"And at Florida State, no! many reporters came to talk 
to me so I wasn’t aware of what would happen if 1 became 
successful. I just wanted a job So when the Celtics drafted 
me, I looked at it (only) as chance." 
Nearly seven years later, Cowens looks at basketball in a 
different light. He resents the invasion of his privacy and 
dislikes the demands on his time when he is not playing 
Would he have rejected a pro contract if he had known 
the drawbacks? 
“ I doubt if that would have kept me from playing but I 
would have been more careful." he said. 


Now that he understands the real world. Cowens ha# 
adopted a different approach, he savs He plan# to "play the 
same wav but approach it differently." 
H* showed whHt he meant Friday night in his first game 
back. He dove all over the floor, even saving a loose ball by 
throwing himsrll into the second row of seats. But he 
measured his answers to the media and simply kept silent 
in response to questions he deemed unworthy of answer. 
H,h only stated reason for leaving and for returning was 
that hr had lost his ver\c for the game and had rediscovered 
it. 
Asked if he might lose the enthusiasm again, he said, "No, 
that's one of the things I learned while I was away." 


Another thing he learned was the masterful wav in which 
Red Auerbach works The Boston general manager never 
argued with Cowens about leaving, since the center had an 
"escape clause" in his contract that allowed him to take a 
leave of absence. 
Bv Cowens' admission, Auerbach never threatened or 
pressured him But Auerbach did keep in constant contact 
with Cowens, kept asking him if he were happy and asked 
Cowens to attend meetings with some persuasive talkers. 


1 wo nights before Cowens returned to the team, Auerbach 
met (Owens in a Chinese restaurant in New York At that 
meeting Auerbach mentioned that Cowens might be com­ 
mitting a conflict of interest by working for the race track 
in Foxboro while the Celtics still were in season 30 mile# up 
the road. 
Auerbach’s tactics, likened to the "Chinese water torture" 
by one Boston columnist," helped induce Cowens to return. 
But the fact that he couldn't escape the eye of the world, 
even in seclusion, affected Cowens most. 
"It got to a point where it’s easier to play than not play," 
he said last week in ending his #elf-impo*ed layoff. “ Now 
I’m back for the rest of the season and forevermore."

Has Ulster ( ou nty Commu nity Colleg e's bask etball pro­ 
g ram made it all the way back from those dark day s of 
sev eral y ears ag o when one season, the best in UCCC’s 
history , was wiped ou t by an inelig ible play er and another 
was clou ded by the su dden departu re of an interim coach? 
Far enou g h so that 100 or so fans v entu red to the Senate 
Gy m Friday nig ht, shak ing off miserable weather on the 
ou tside ju st to g et an inside look at Mik e Perry ’s Senators 
as they performed a brief 20 minu te scrimmag e. 
That’s no t the way it was suppo sed to he, o f co urse, 
but by the time Fashio n Institute o f Techno lo gy co ach 
Marv in Rippy and his highly -regarded cagers had co m­ 
pleted a fiv e ho ur and 10 minute try thro ugh the ice and 
sno w fro m lo wer Manhattan to do wnto wn Sto ne Ridge, 
the game had been canceled and Perry had allo wed his 
bo y s to wo rk up a practice sweat fo r the die-hards. 


Rippv 's forces were planning on hang ing arou nd for a 
Satu rday g ame at Du tchess, so Perry conv inced the FIT 
coach to spring for another ev ening in an Ulster Cou nty 
lodg e and the g ame was reschedu led for this afternoon at 
2 p.m. When it finally comes off, it shou ld be one worth 
seeing , particu larly becau se of the way Ulster has been 
play ing lately , and becau se of its importance to the Senators 
as they try to raise some New York City ey ebrows in their 
fig ht for a Reg ion XV tou rnament bid. 


Despite a fast start o ut o f the gate, Ulster fo und itself 
in a bo le when it lo st to Mid-Hudso n Co nference fo es 
Westchester and Ro ckland and J ust f ‘ past Orange all 
within the 
o ne week. If y o u a an ex perienced 
fo llo wer o f R e^ n l XV basketball, y o u kno w tbat eight 
teams earn bids to the to urnament, the MHC hav ing to 
struggle to get half that number. That put UCCC in the 
po sitio n o f hav ing to win at least two o f the three return 
matches with its co nference riv als, plus a co uple against 
the better Met District teams, just to get an ex tra bo o st 
fro m the do wnstate v o ters. 


Ulster has been doing ju st that. Bolstered by the ap­ 
pearance of former King ston Hig h School star Corey 
Chambers and the reappearance of Ellenv ille's Ray You ng er 
and Leon Ware, UCCC has been rolling u p some impressiv e 
v ictories, inclu ding one last week ov er King sborou g h. 
That Kingsbo ro ugh co ntest to o k o n an ev en greater 
light when the Bro o kly n quintet startled the Regio n XV 
wo rld Thursday night by crushing to p-ranked (No . 
3 
natio nally ) Westchester by a do zen po ints o n the Valhalla 
hardwo o d. 


There’s y et another bu g in the sou p. Persistent ru mors ou t 
of Middletown hav e finally been confirmed and it’s been 
rev ealed that Mik e Bernstein’s Orang e Colts hav e been 
stripped of some of their top personnel du e to scholastic 
shortcoming s. That not only sev erely hampers the formerly - 
talented OCCC fiv e in its battle for tou rnament considera­ 
tion, it may ev en mak e Orang e officials reconsider the 
commitment to host the tou mev , ju st as it did last y ear 
when l Tlster bailed them ou t. And y ou k now Perry wou ld 
ju st lov e bring ing the thing back to Senate Gy m where twice 
before it's been a smashing su ccess, so mu ch so that 
opposing coaches don’t mind g iv ing UCCC a home cou rt 
adv antag e in retu rn for a first class produ ction. 


Wherev er the to urnament is play ed and whatev er the 
o ppo sitio n fields, Perry has a go o d feeling abo ut his 
current team. It’s y o ung and makes mistakes and really 
sho uld be co nsidered a y ear away , but the v eteran 
Senato r co ach believ es he just might hav e eno ugh 
material to win this regio n. And that's as o ptimistic an 
o pinio n as y o u're go ing to hear fro m the usually reticent 
maestro . 


To g iv e too mu ch credit for Ulster’s recent su rg e and brig ht 
ou tlook to Chambers wou ld be u nfair to his teammates. Bu t 
as King ston's only produ ct on the Senator roster it’s only 
natu ral that mu ch of the local talk abou t UCCC concerns 
him. And he did his share of flame-fanning by debu ting in 
first-rate fashion, leading Uslter to the championship of the 
two-nig ht Herk imer Tou rnament and earning Most Valu ­ 
able Play er honors in the process. 
It’s been a rather spectacu lar beg inning for Chambers, 
althou g h it’s been one delay ed a y ear and a half, first by 
financial difficu lties, then by a phy sical ailment. 


Upon his g radu ation from King ston Hig h, where he led the 
Tig ers to a Du tchess Cou nty Scholastic leag u e title, tak ing 
DCSL MVP and Freeman Play er of the Year k u dos as well, 
Chambers was reportedly g oing to any of ten different 
schools. When he didn’t g o any where, there was all sorts of 
nasty talk abou t reg istering at UCCC and then dropping ou t 
for assorted reasons. Not so. 
“ I planned o n co ming here but I had so me pro blem with 
financial aid,” he said Friday night after the po st­ 
po nement had been o fficially declared. “ I spent all last 
y ear wo rking up at Numrich Arms and play ing bail at 
the YMCA. But I planned o n co ming here and I like it 
here.” 
He finally made it, bu t his bask etball fu tu re as a Senator 
was ag ain sidetrack ed by a freak pre-season mishap.

Well, 
Ulster Cou nty ju st mig ht be witnessing the birth of what 
y ou mig ht call its own “fish story ". 
Larry Rau b, owner of the Onteora Lak e Campg rou nds, 
called last week to tip me off. to a strang e situ ation being 
encou ntered by ice fishermen frequ enting Fou rth Bin- 
newater. Seems that abou t one ou t of ev ery 100 y ellow perch 
being tak en from the lak e has shown a distinctly different 
appearance. Yellow perch are normally g olden in color, with 
black bars across the sides. Believ e it or not, these fish are 
an iridescent blu e! Larry has cau g ht three or fou r of them 
so far this y ear, and stau nchly denies that the discoloration 
was or is any way stimu lated by the liqu id refreshment 
sometimes carried by ice ang lers to ward off the cold. 


Naturally , a repo rt o f this nature deserv ed a little 
inv estigatio n, so a call was placed to To ny Bo nav ist at 
New Paltz Department o f Env iro nmental Co nserv atio n 
headquarters. To ny was quick to dispel any dark 
tho ughts abo ut either the flsh o r water quality in the 
lake, say ing that the o dd perch were pro bably “ just a 
co lo r phase” , and that the fish had no t been dy ed as part 
o f a Department ex periment. 
Animals, fish and birds u su ally tend to assu me the color 
normal for their species. Any dev iation from this pattern is 
a biolog ical rarity . The chances of spotting an albino or 
melanistic specimen in the wild are stak ed pretty heav ily 
ag ainst y ou , althou g h nearly ev ery sportsman has at least 
one story to tell of his sig hting . Mik e is abou t a melanistic 
(black ) snowshoe rabbit encou ntered u p north; my dad’s is 
of a part albino (called piebald) whitetail doe, ag ain seen

u p north. Bu t the odds ag ainst these occu rances are 
probably in the 10,000 to one brack et. How is it, then, that 
so many of the perch in Fou rth Binnewater hav e msy teriou s- 
ly acqu ired this strang e new sk in color? 


On the o ptimistic side , these new perch o f o urs co uld 
just pro v e to be a real bo o m to Ulster Co unty . We’d 
pro bably be the o nly place in the wo rld with ho nest-to - 
go o dness iridescent blue perch Ashing! Imagine the 
to urist trade the co unty wo uld uo then! 
Fishing g reats lik e Homer Circle and Zack Tay lor wou ld 
mak e special trips for the chance to pu rsu e the finny 
oddities 
National ou tdoor mag azines lik e Sports Afield 
wou ld all ru n featu re articles on the hot new fishing 
opportu nity in New York , complete with step-by -step 
techniqu es g u aranteed to g et y ou y ou r trophy . Fishing 
resorts wou ld spring u p arou nd Fou rth Binnewater lik e 
California boomtowns back in the Gold Ru sh day s. We 


wou ld hav e a v eritable sportsman’s paradise' 
Well, if any o ther lo cal fishermen o ut there co me up 
with a few o f these critters, let’s hear abo ut it. Sav e the 
nex t catch. To tell the truth. I’d just like to get a lo o k 
at o ne. I ain’t fro m Misso uri, but seeing is believ ing.

Bench Had Mix ed Emo tio ns Abo ut Perez Deal 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — When Johnny Bench heard that 
his bu ddy , Tony Perez, had been traded to Montreal, hf 
cried. 
He still lik es the deal for Cincinnati, thou g h. 
“ One thing has no thing to do with the o ther,” Bench 
say s, thinking like a ballplay er again. 


The Reds nev er had mu ch choice. They had to come u p 
with some pitching after Don Gu llett play ed ou t his option 
with them, said g oodby e and g ood lu ck and sig ned on with 
the Yank ees for $2 million. 
That was the big reason the Reds went for v eteran 
lefthander Woody Fry man and rig ht-handed reliev er Dale 
Mu rray in their deal last month with the Ex pos, who g ot 
Perez and relief pitcher Will McEnaney in ex chang e. 


“ I can understand why we made the trade,” say s 
Bench. “ We needed pitching after we lo st Gullett. Yo u 
do n’t replace a pitcher like him, y o u just fill in fo r him. 
Yo u make do the best y o u can.” 
Bench, who personally pu t the cru sher to the Yank ees with 
his two home ru ns in the fou rth and final g ame of the World 
Series, happened to be in the Cincinnati office of his lawy er, 
Ru ben Katz, the day Perez was traded after the big first 
baseman had spent his whole career in the Reds' org aniza­ 
tion. 
Perez uses the same lawy er as Bench, and he was in 
the o ffice, to o , with his wife, Patuka. 
Bench had just walked in when Katz said to him, “ Did 
y o u hear the news? To ny was traded.” 
Perez’ wife lo o ked at Bench and smiled. It wasn't a 
happy smile, rather a sad wistful o ne. 
“ Adio s, J o hnny ,” she said, with her husband clo se by 
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her side. 


Bench and Perez hav e been friends, close friends, for the 
better part of 10 y ears. They ’re more lik e brothers than 
friends. And the Perez’ consider Bench practically part of 
the family . 
“ I lo o ked at To ny and suddenly the idea he wo uldn’t 
be there any mo re hit me,” say s the Reds’ catcher. “ I just 
co uldn’t help it. I bust o ut cry ing.” 
A mo ment o r so later, J o hnny Bench eased so me o f the 
emo tio n with a questio n he put to Perez. 
“ Can I bo rro w so me mo ney fro m y o u? ” he jo ked. 
Tony Perez lau g hed, g etting the messag e immediately . 
He’d be in line for a nice lu crativ e new contract now g oing 
to a ball clu b lik e the Ex pos, who had offered Reg g ie Jack son 
almoet half of Canada before he decided the only place he 
wanted to play was in New York . 


Bench’s contract, which ru ns arou nd $235,000 a y ear, 
ex pires at the end of this coming season after which he cou ld 
elect to play ou t his option in 1978 . 


“ I do n’t think I w ill,” he say s, still no t 100 per cent 
sure. “ I used to be in the to p fiv e mo ney -wise. No w 
may be I’m so mewhere in the to p 4 0,” Bench laughs. 
"My dad reads the papers and say s to me, ‘Did y ou see 
what so-and-so g ot? You ou g ht to g et more than y ou do.’ 
My mother alway s thou g ht I shou ld, bu t th at’s ju st Papa 
and Mama talk ing . It’s only natu ral for them to feel that 
way abou t their son. 
“ I’ll tell y o u this much abo ut o ur ball club this y ear. 
We’re go ing to miss To ny . We’re go ing to miss his 
emo tio n in the clubho use. That means a lo t. Who kno ws, 
that may change my ideas when my co ntract is up. He 
was such a v ital part o f o ur ball club. I'm no t talking 
abo ut o nly o n the field, either.” 
Johnny Bench tu rned 29 only a few day s ag o and has done 
abou t ev ery thing y ou cou ld possibly ask of a ballplay er. He 
has won k ey g ames for the Reds, been MVP, play ed in All- 
-Star g ames and with a World Series’ winner. The only thing 
left is the Hall of Fame, and he’ll u ndou btedly mak e that 
also as Ted Williams predicted he wou ld nearly 10 y ears ag o. 
In Bench's opinion, the two best ballplay ers he has seen 
hav e been Roberto Clemente and Joe Morg an. 
“Joe has so mu ch talent that he chang es the ball g ame 
arou nd,” Bench say s of Morg an. "He hits for av erag e, hits 
the ball ou t of the park and steals bases. He pu ts so mu ch 
pressu re on the other clu bs’’ he intimidates them. If he has 
a weak ness, it’s tu rning the dou ble play becau se of his arm. 
Bu t I’ll still tak e him ov er any second baseman I’v e ev er

(•lenn (Moochie) Myernick, and the tenth player chosen was Myemick’s 
teammate, goalkeeper Keith Van Eron. Both were selected by the Dallas 
Iornado. Also chosen near the end by Tampa Bay was forward Howie 
Charbonneau. 
1 he interesting connection is that Dallas is coached by A1 Miller, the very 
successful former coach of New Paltz State and Hartwick. He recruited 
Myernick and Van Eron for Hartwick before joining the pros. His assistant 
is former Rreendale resident Timo Liekoski, who played for Miller at both 
New Paltz and Hartwick, coached Myernick and Van Eron at Hartwick, and 
is now on Miller's coaching staff. Liekoski also played for the Kingston 
Kickers. 
There s even a connection with the Tampa Bay Rowdies, one of the league’s 
most successful franchises. The public relations director is Hartwick grad 
Francisco Marcos, and he has done a phenomenal selling joh of the expansion 
booters on Florida's west coast.. 
Will these players make it in the pros’7 We checked with several area fans 
in the know, starting with Timo’s father-in-law, retired state police sergeant 
Eric Winkky of New Paltz. 
"I think Myernick is the best player in college soccer today,” Winkky 
asserted, and he saw many of the Hartwick games this season. "They might 
also use Van Eron right way. He’s of pro caliber and has exceptional reaction 


time. Charbonneau is a good player but his being picked was a surprise to 
me." 
Liekoski married Winkky’s daughter Katie. Katie’s sister, 
Mary Bayer, who works for the Heritage Bank in Kingston, is another 
Hartwick soccer fan. “ I thought Myernick was great," said Mrs. Bayer "H e’s 
also a really nice person, very friendly.” 
Then there’s Bob Davis, who runs the senior residence at Benedictine 
Hospital. He played freshman soccer at Hartwick, with the Oneonta United 
squad and with the Kingston Kickers, where he also served as coach. His 
senior year at Hartwick he was assistant coach of the freshman soccer team. 
"Myernick has a great amount of skill and intelligence," said Davis, “ and 
he’s big, strong and rugged. Van Eron’s about 6-foot-4, has great hands and 
anticipation. He didn't start playing soccer until high school, though, so he'll 
probably sit for the first year and learn quite a bit. He should be the starting 
goalie in two to three years. 
"Charbonneau will have to work hard to make the team," added Davis, 
“ but Tampa Bay has many Hartwick players, so he should feel right at

If you want to find out some of the big changes that have taken place in 
high school wrestling over the past 20 years, check with Mark Cranfield of 
Ulster County Community College. 
"I remember 20 years ago when I was a freshman in high school," said 
Cranfield, “ and the referees wore white shirts, white pants and white shoes 
and a black bowtie. They looked like the milkman." 
Cranfield won a sectional title at 103 pounds as 9 sophomore at Auburn 
High School and the State University ofNew York Athletic Conference 115- 
pound crown as a freshman at Cortland. He coached wrestling at Ulster for 
10 years and has been a referee at both the high school and college level for 
eight years. 
“ The most notable rule change over the past few years has been the 
elimination of ‘riding time’ in the high schools," he said. “ It has opened up 
the game. We use to coach a wrestler to control his opponent, risk nothing 
that would get him turned on his back, get that point. Now there are a lot 
more back points. 
"Dan Gable (the Olympic champion in 1972) had a big influence on today's 
wrestlers,” Cranfield noted. “ He had a style that was pin-oriented and upper 
body-oriented. Since he was so successful, it became very popular.” 
Cranfield also sees that more points are being scor ed in individual matches. 
"Wrestlers are getting more back points and it’s not unusual to see double 
figures in points for individuals." 
For the uninitiated who think wrestling is that garbage they see on 
television, “ riding time" was the time a wrestler was in a controlling position, 
the top. If his cumulative riding time was one minute or more than his foe 
had accumulated, he was awarded one point. In the not-toodistant past, a 
margin of two minutes or more earned two points. It tended to make a wrestler 
on top be content to just hang on, not go for the pin, and bore spectators. 
Its elimination was a positive step. Hopefully the colleges will follow...

W illiam s, who tips the scales at 115 pou nds

m entioned, 
"C an y ou believ e tha t0 It's tru e. I ju st giv e 
them a look and say , ‘y ou ’v e got to be 
kidding."’ 
W illiams, 
a 
former figu re skater first 
tau ght by Howard Nicholson 
who also 
coached Sonja Henie — first attracted Is­ 
lander notice abou t 2'/i y ears ago She had 
been teaching skating for fou r y ears at 
Racqu et and Rink, the Islanders’ preseason 
training site and frequ ent practice location 
in Farm ingdale, N.Y., abou t eight miles 
Kast of the N assau Coliseu m. 
Du ring the su m m er of 19 7 4, she was in the 
adjacent rink to where the Islanders oper­ 


ated their su m m er hotkey school and gradu ­ 
ally some of the play ers began to drift ov er 
One of the first was right wing Bobby 
Ny strom , the clu b's leading scorer two y ears 
ago and the Islanders’ halfway leader this 
season with 22 goals throu gh the clu b's first 
40 games. 
“ I think the power skating instru ction is 
wonderfu l for the y ou ng skaters coming u p," 
say s Ny strom in response to how W illiams' 
tu toring has paid off. "and for the pro- 
lessional play ers as well. I hav e improv ed in 
my balance and speed and can maneu v er 
with less energy throu gh the lessons. It’s 
helped me in games when I hav en't scored 
it's helped my all-arou nd gam e." 
"H is continu ed work keeps him at the 
plateau he has achiev ed." say s W illiams of 
Ny stfWh. "T he longer y ou stay with it the 
better ingrained it becomes. He's so mu ch 
better than he was — he ex cels at u sing his 
edges. 
"It also does a lot for the confidence. When 
y ou ’re skating 
better, y ou ’re u sing less 
energy and y ou r endu rance is improv ed. 
T hat m eans y ou 'v e got more strength late in 
the gam e." 
W illiams, who also works with sev eral 
I/m g Island y ou th grou ps, adds that the 
su ccess of play ers like Ny strom with her 
techniqu es encou rages y ou ng kids in their 
efforts. 
"H e’s a great ex am ple for them ," she'say s. 
"H is perform ance, and articles like this, 
hav e a lot of influ ence on the y ou th. If I can 
reach them when they 're y ou ng, they won’t 
be m aking these m istakes when they ’re 
older.” 
I,ast su m m er W illiam s, at the behest of 


Islander General 
M anager 
Bill Tu orrey , 
started working in grou p sessions with v ir­ 
tu ally all the Islanders plu s the play ers from 
5he Fort W orth m inor leagu e clu b for a two- 
week period prior to training cam p. She then 
continu ed “ becau se the play ers asked me to 
go on" into the regu lar season in 4 5-m inu te 
priv ate sessions with sev eral play ers, inclu d­ 
ing Ny strom. forwards Bob Bou rne and Bob 
M acM illan and defensem an Dav e Lewi» . 
"Billy H arris indicated he wou ld be com ­ 
ing in soon," added W illiam s, "A nd I v e also 
worked with the goalies, Billv Sm ith and 
Glenn Resch. 
"People don’t realize how im portant agili­ 
ty and balance is to the goalie. I did a goalie 
clinic with them — a few y ears ago there 
weren’t any su ch thing. A coach wou ld ju st 
say , ‘Johnny is a slow skater, so he’ll be the 
goalie.’ T hat ju st shou ldn't be." 
W hat is power skating0 W illiam s ex plains 
it this way : 


" It’s basically teaching a play er — from 
tots all the way u p to the N H L — how to 
u se his skates, to make him feel his edges. 
If the play er learns to u se his edges, he'll 
increase the speed and power behind each 
thru st. 
"It giv es y ou a better feeling and a sense 
of balance — the drills and ex ercises are 
geared to do this. You can stop better, take 
off better, tu rn better and y ou r agility 
improv es. T hey 're a lot more aware if their 
knees and shou lders are in position. 
“ Proficiency in power skating0 T hat wou ld 
take any where from three m onths to a y ear, 
depending on how qu ick the play er picks it 
u p." 


According to W illiam s, increased profi­ 
ciency in power skating also tends to redu ce 
penalties, 
"It bu ilds a feeling of self-confidence," she 
say s, "which tends to cu t down on the 
v iolence. If a play er can't skate, it leads to 
total fru stration, which in tu rn leads to him 
taking that fru stration ou t on someone. 
"Kv en in the N H L, if a play er knows he 
can skate faster, he'll be more confident. 
T hat cou ld cu t some fru stration " 
W illiams credits Sov iet Union hockey for 
first bringing the techniqu es to N orth Ameri­ 
can —- and her — attention. 
"Althou gh C anada, where the instru ctors 
are all men, first u sed the term power 
skating, the concept first drew attention 
when the Ru ssians cam e ov er here in 19 7 2, 
They stress a lot of ex errises in balance, 
feeling their edges and discipline I saw some 
of those games, then I heard abou t this 
woman, l>au ra S tam m , who had worked with 
hockey play ers I knew the concepts of edges 
and I had a sim ilar backgrou nd of training 
in speed skating and figu re skating to ta u ra 
and I knew I cou ld do it. 
"Althou gh I nev er saw her teach, I pu t my 
own ex ercises together, 10 different drills, 
m y self." 
Are other N H L team s, seeing the su ccess 
the Islanders hav e had, likely to add power 
skating instru ctors now? W illiam s thinks 
not. 
"T here aren't any power skating instru c­ 
tors," she say s. " I t’s hard to train someone, 
grou nded in figu re and speed skating, to get 
ou t there on hockey skates and teach men. 
I'v e tried with sev eral girls already and 
failed ev erv tim e."

"Up to now it’s all been 


conjecture and opinion," says 
Don Kothera of Newbury. Be­ 
cause of his group’s investiga 
tion, he is convinced there are 
records in the possession of the 
U.S. government which will 
clear up the mystery. 
"We want to get it legal. We 


want to see that Amelia gets 
her day in court," he said. 
Although the group's at­ 
torney, William Manlove, is 
close-mouthed about strategy 
for bringing the lawsuit, 
Kothera 
willingly 
discusses 


the events that have lead to it. 
Kothera’s interest in the 


Earhart story dates to 1946 
when he spent off-hours, while 
stationed on Saipan, searching 
the island's caves for Japanese 
souvenirs. On one foray, he 
came upon a plane in the 
middle of a jungle. 
Years later, he said, he saw 


a picture of the plane Amelia 
Earhart was last seen in. They 
were enough alike to bother 
him. Finally, in 1967, he and 
two friends, John Gacek, a 
retired police lieutenant, and 
Ken 
Matonis 
returned 
to 


Saipan. And they returned 
again the following year with 
two more members of their 
group, John Geschke and Mar­ 
ty FiorilJo. 


The plane Kothera had seen, 
the learned, had nothing to do 
with the Earhart flight.

It seems low calorie products 
are not as profitable as richer 
food. 
The paper said attending a 
wedding banquet or other cele­ 
bration in a restaurant vir­ 
tually assures overeating.

are 
lavish and prepaid at a cost of 
at least 10 to 12 rubles ($13 to 
$16), expensive by Soviet stan­ 
dards. 
"This means that each par­ 
ticipant of the celebration 
either has to consume more 
food and drink than a normal 
person can do, sometimes up 
to 7,000 or 8,000 calories, or 
leave it uneaten, which means 


stroying valuable product*.’ 
The Soviet food industry 
shares the blame for "produc­ 
ing a lot of sweet tarts, cakes, 
ice cream, expensive breads 
and other refined and concen­ 
trated products which do not 
have enough vitamins, micro­ 
elements and other things 
which are necessary but in 
which the showing of calories 
is very high,” the paper said. 
It advised a diet generous by 
Western standards, that in­ 
cludes a maximum of 500 
grams (a pound) of meat or 
fish, 400 grams (12 ounces) of 
bread, preferably not white. 40 
grams (one and a half ounces) 
of butter and 70 grams (two 
ounces) of sugar. 
Sadly, the newspaper said, 
too few people follow such a 
regimen but instead seem to 
think "the more, the sweeter, 
th* fatter the better.”

Adamson confessed as part 
of a plea bargaining agreement

about the Bolles killing and 
other crimes. 
Birdsall said he would rule 
Wednesday on

Three Trials and Three Years on Death Row

illie looked like a kid hanging 
out on a street corner in New 
York City, talking jive, being 
bad. But, Willie had that un- 
mistakeable street sense that allows, even 
encourages, the type of arrogance that he was 
expressing. 
It wasn’t a street corner, it was the inside 
of the Ulster County Jail and Willie was 
talking about getting on the outside of the 
Ulster County Jail. All he needed was $500 
for bail. The forgery rap, for which he was 
waiting to be tried, was a set up, he said, and 
all he needed was $500 to get back on the 
street and get his case together. That was 
January 1975. 
In March 1975, Willie called. He was back 
in New York City checking out a job he’d 
heard about from a judge in Kingston City 
Court. He wasn’t worried about his trial. He 
knew something about the law and he also 
knew someone up in Harlem who could get 
him some good legal advice, cheap. 
How did he get out? 
“T hat’s why I called, m an....” and Willie 
proceeded to explain about the two guys who 
had been convicted of murder earlier that 


day, who came back from court and gave him 
the rest of the money in their defense fund 
so he could make bail. 
Even if the story didn’t sound like a sub­ 
plot from a Dead End Kids movie, it still 
would not have been used in the press. Not 
just then. There was already enough being 
written and spoken about the two guys who 
gave Willie the money. After all, they had 
just been convicted of murdering a deputy 
sheriff, and th at’s news. 
Since Friday September 13, 1968, Willie’s 
benefactors, Charles Culhane and Gerald 
McGivern, had been appearing in the press 
and on the radio in Ulster County with some 
degree of regularity. The first item had to do 
with the shooting of a Westchester County 
deputy sheriff along the State Thruway near 
Plattekill. 
Culhane, McGivern and a man named 
Robert Bowerman were inmates at Auburn 
State Prison and on that Friday they were 
being transported to Westchester County for 
a pre-trial hearing. They were in the custody 
of deputies Joseph Singer and William 
Fitzgerald, men who had been partners for 
six years. Six years of driving inmates from 
one place to another, letting them off, wait­ 
ing for them, picking them up and driving 
them back where they came from. 
As Singer was later to testify, William 
Fitzgerald was shot to death by Gerald 
McGivern. The shooting came in the midst 
of an escape attempt. Singer shot and killed 
B ow e r m a n . C ul ha ne was w oun ded . 
McGivern was shot and ran screaming from 
the car. Two guns were being fired inside a 
sedan with five people in it. 
McGivern remembers being outside the 
car, 
lying 
in 
the grass alongside the 
Thruway. He was covered with blood. His 
blood, Culhane’s or Bowerman’s. He wasn’t

sure. As he lay there he wondered if anyone 
else was alive. 
Culhane was alive. He was sitting on the 
floor near the passenger seat directly in front 
of the dying body of William Fitzgerald. 
Dazed, with a bullet wound in the head, 
Culhane rolled out of the car and sat on the 
gravel by the right front tire. From where he 
sat he could see McGivem lying face down 
in the grass, but he couldn’t see Singer. 
Singer’s movements during this time peri­ 
od alternated between the front seat where 
he tried to comfort his partner and the road, 
where he was looking for help. Fitzgerald 
lived for about 15 minutes after he was shot. 
Bowerman died instantly. 
On December 23, 1968 Charles Culhane 
and Gerald McGivem, both 23 years old, 
both from the Bronx, were indicted by an 
Ulster County Grand Jury on a charge of 
felony murder. 


“ The judge he spoke 
Out of the aide of 
Hia m outh. Turn, 
Turn, turn again, 
Say in ’ the witness 
Who saw, He left 
Little doubt. Turn, 
Turn to the rain 
And the wind. ” 
The trial took place in June 1970. Singer 
gave his testimony: The escape attempt, 
McGivem shooting Fitzgerald, his shooting 
Bowerman, McGivem screaming, Culhane 
jumping over the front seat to the floor, 
Fitzgerald’s last moments alive. The trial 
ended in a hung jury. 
In January 1971, Culhane and McGivem 
were tried a second time. Singer stuck to his 
story, pretty much the same story he had 
given police shortly after the incident oc­ 
curred, while he was still in shock, but with 
the memories intact. 
The defense, as in the first trial, claimed 
that the shooting of Fitzgerald and the entire 
escape attem pt was all Bowerman’s work. 
Culhane and McGivem knew nothing about 
an escape plan, it was argued, and they were 
forced to participate at gunpoint, once the 
escape began. 
The law which applies to felony murder 
cases says that the prosecutor only has to 
prove that a murder was committed in the 
course of a felony. In the case of Culhane and 
McGivem, the felony was the escape at­ 
tempt. If they could convince the jury that 
they had no part in the escape, then it would 
follow that they had no part in the murder. 
The second trial ended with a conviction. 
Culhane and McGivem were sentenced to 
death. 
In March 1975, close to four years after they 
were sentenced to die, Charles Culhane and 
Gerald McGivem were back in Ulster Coun­ 
ty Court to be tried for the felony murder of 
deputy sheriff William Fitzgerald. 
In the four years between 1971 and 1975, 
Culhane and McGivem spent close to three 
years on death row. During this time there 
was a good deal of change occurring outside 
and inside the American prison system. In 
Ohio, the government had opened fire on its 
citizens on a college campus, killing four of 
them. In Washington D.C. the government 


had toppled. In California George Jackson 
was shot to death while in prison and in New 
York State 43 persons had died during the 
retaking of Attica. 
Although they were confined to their death 
row cells for 23 hours a day, Culhane and 
McGivem also experienced some significant 
changes. They both read as extensively as 
they could under the conditions. Culhane 
wrote poetry and prose. McGivem became 
something of an artist. They learned to play 
the guitar. They discovered, like many peo­ 
ple their age during the early 1970’s, an inner 
peace. They said they had no place in their 
lives for hate blcause it weighed people 
down. 
Perhaps the best description of the effect 


the death row experience had on the pair was 
given by Rev. Ed Mueller, the chaplain forp 
death row. 
“Anyone who has done the time they have 
in the death house has to be unique, whether 
they want to be or not. It’s stamped on them 
for the rest of their lives. They gazed at the 
human condition from a perspective almost 
nobody’s had the opportunity to experience. 
“When they came down, a new era had 
come in. Attica took'place while they were 
up there. They came down to a different 
world. They couldn’t believe what was hap­ 
pening. We’ve often commented since they 
came down that it was almost like a Rip Van 
Winkle experience 
” 


McGivirn began writing and Culhane learned guitar in the years of isolation 
awaiting execution. 


A Matter of Personal Interest 


I first heard of Charles Culhane and 
Gerald McGivem in December 1966 when 
they were caught in an attempted armed 
robbery at a gas station in the Westchester 
County community of Pelham Manor. The 
robbery, probably one of several thousand 
that occured in New York City that year, 
caught my attention for several reasons: 
The gas station was near my home in the 
Bronx, and I’d been there about an hour 
before the attempt took place. Also, Cul­ 
hane and McGivem were from a neighbor­ 
hood adjacent to mine and they were just 
a few years older than I was. There was 
a strong possibility that I might either 
know them or know someone who did. 
Finally, the type of people we looked up to 
and admired in my neighborhood at the 
time, were the types who were crazy 
enough to explode firecrackers between 
their teeth, torch an old building or try to 


rob a gas station at gunpoint. 
As it turned out, 1 hadn’t known them. 
After reading the newspaper accounts, I 
forgot about Culhane and McGivern. 


Nine years later, working as a reporter 
in Kingston, 1 was covering their murder 
trial at the Ulster County Courthouse. 
Having met the pair, I can understand 
why they’ve generated a good deal of 
interest and support in the past few years. 
I can also understand that someone was 
murdered and someone has to pay for that 
murder. Two Ulster County juries have 
said that Culhane and McGivern should 
pay. One jury wasn't sure and a fourth 
may soon get the chance to decide. 
Culhane and McGivern claim they have 
changed a lot in the past nine years. I 
know 1 have.

And in 1977.... 


On death row they were visited by Joan 
Potter, a newsreporter who became in­ 
terested in their case. Through hte writing, 
Culhane made contact with author William 
Buckley. The two men became friends. A 
defense fund was started and Buckley con­ 
tributed heavily. The death penalty in New 
York State was abolished. Allen Ginsberg 
gave a poetry reading in their behalf. Be­ 
cause of improper jury selection, their 
murder conviction was overturned. Com­ 
munity support began to grow and so did 
their defense fund. The feeling among many 
of their supporters was that prison was no 
place for two sensitive individuals who were 
innocent of murder but guilty of having been 
born and raised in the white ghetto of the 
Bronx. 
When Gerald McGivern appeared in Ulster 
County Court in March 1975, he was repre­ 
sented by Karen Peters, a young attorney 
from New Paltz who was trying her first case. 
Peters had spent the two previous years 
preparing for the case and she logged more 
time with the defendants then any other 
attorney they had prior or subsequent to her. 
Culhane was represented by Henry B. 
Rothblatt of the New York City firm of 
Rothblatt, Rothblatt, Seijas and Peskin, 
with offices on West End Avenue in Manhat­ 
tan. It was the same Henry Rothblatt who 
had co-authored eight law books with F. Lee 
Bailey; the Rothblatt who also served as 
counsel to the defendants in the Watergate 
break-in and the brigade commander in the 
My Lai massacre. Martha Mitchell’s person­ 
al attorney. 
Rothblatt let it be known from the begin­ 
ning that the American courtroom was no 
place for guesswork. The scales of justice, he 
said, were tipped in favor of defendants and 
only when the prosecution had succeeded in 
removing all reasonable doubt, were the 
jurors free to convict. He verbally badgered 
Joseph Singer, questioning whether it could 
have been Singer himself who actually fired 
the shot that killed Fitzgerald. 
The trail was an all out effort to end the 
eight years of going from prison to courtroom 
that Culhane and McGivern had been living 
with. William Buckely appeared at the trial 
to lend his moral support. For the first time 
Culhane and McGivern both took the stand 
in their own defense. 
After a three week trial, Culhanr> and 
McGivern were convicted of the felony 
murder of deputy sheriff W’illiam Fitzgerald. 
T h at’s what people in Ulster County were 
reading about 22 months ago when Willie 
was making his way up to Harlem an< > rying 
to put in a good word for two guys who helped 
him out. Willie hasn’t been heard from r ince. 
Culhane and McGivern were back 
the 
news recently. Their defense team, which 
now includes, in addition to Peters, activist 
William Kunstler and Washington D.C at­ 
torney Micheal Tigar, counsel to the Crea­ 
tion terrorists, has filed an appeal of the 1975 
conviction. 
The Ulster County District Attorney s Of­ 
fice, which has already spent about $150,000 
in three trials, does not expect the conviction 
to be overturned. But if it is, according to 
Assistant Dist. Atty. Micheal Kavanaugh, 
the case will be tried a fourth time. 
And if it is tried a fourth time, will Willie 
be called to testify as a character witness? 
And if he is called, will anyone believe him?

Howard Hughes: The Hidden Years, by 
James Phelan. (Random House, $7.95) 
In the late 1960s, Howard Hughes went 
mad. 
That’s the way investigative reporter 
Phelan sees it, and his version will have to 
do until more of the secrecy surrounding the 
last 15 years of Hughes’ existence is un­ 
covered. 
Overburdened by catastrophic financial 
problems, the breakup of his financial as­ 
sociation with a long-time aide and marital 
problems with his new wife, Hughes shrank 
into himself and disappeared from normal 
society. 
Phelan’s main sources for the gruesome 
details of Hughes’ final years are two of the 
billionaire’s personal aides who were not high 
in his corporate structure. 
The sparseness of Phelan’s basic source 
material distorts the book’s narrative and 
makes suspect many of the conclusions 
about Hughes. The writing often is clumsy 
and forced. 
Still, it is a whopping story. Most people 
have heard tales of Hughes’ physical de­ 
terioration — the long hair and spidery 
fingernails, the emaciated body. But the 
manner in which one of the world’s richest 
men evolved into that state makes fascinat­ 
ing reading. 
Hughes always had been unorthodox in his 
business dealings. His personal life, particu­ 
larly his relations with women, had little 
depth or emotional involvement. If Howard 
Hughes loved anything, one associate said, 
it was his Trans World Airlines. 
Ovgr the years, he had built up a cadre of 
underlings taught to obey his every com­ 


mand. So he had a palace guard assembled 
when he decided to flee the outside world, to 
live in darkened bedrooms, wearing rags or 
no clothes at all, to subsist on food a 
pensioner would scorn. 


As Phelan writes, “In the everyday world, 
a recluse who cowers naked amid self neglect 
in his bedroom is called insane. A billionaire 
who thus flees the world is termed eccen­ 
tric.”

(Chateau, $8.95) 
The mayor of Orlando, Fla., loosens his 
collar, puts on his slippers and gives a 
sprightly, candid account of what it is like 
to run this central Florida city. 
In the case of Orlando, the ordinary pro­ 
blems of small city government were com­ 
plicated by the limelight shed on it first by 
the space and moon shots from nearby Cape 
Kennedy, then the fantasy fair of Walt 
Disney World on its doorstep.

“Politics is the one profession that requires 
no training, no experience, no education, no 
college degree, and no brains, ' Langford is 
always entertaining, sometimes earthy, a bit 
parochial at times, but always down to earth, 
and the devil take the ... county com- 
lssioners. 
Langford s book comes as a welcome 
change of pace, getting down to local basics 
in a year that has seen political attention 
focused almost entirely on the national and 
international scenes.

n their nine-year involvement in the William 
Fitzgerald murder case, Charles Culhane and Gerald 
McGivern have had the services of numerous at­ 
torneys, among -them some of'the most respected 
lawyers practicing in the U.S. But the one who logged more time 
and exerted more energy than any of the others is Karen Peters of 
New Paltz, a young criminal lawyer who has realized a professional 
daydream. 
Peters, who was a junior in college when the 1968 shootout occured, 
had joined the New York State Bar Association only a year before 
she was asked “to help out" in the defense of Culhane and 
McGivern. She subsequently found herself alone in the field, the 
resident expert on the case. 
Peters had had no professional experience in a murder case when 
her help was first sought and was reluctant to get involved. But the 
assurance that she’d be working only in a research capacity 
persuaded her. She accepted the assignment in January 1973. 
“Chuck’s attorney at the time was Noel Tepper in Poughkeepsie," 
she recalls.“He called and asked if I’d help out with the case, just 
go over the the jail and meet them. Noel said he needed someone 
on this side of the river to maintain communication, act as a liason. 
“I was supposed to help only with the pre-trial work. When the

Harry Reems and 
The 1st A m endm ent 


The trial of Harry Reems, one of Linda 
Lovelace’s male co-stars in the pornographic 
film “Deep Throat”, has become a cause 
celebre of the artistic community in recent 
months. The case is, I think, symptomatic of 
the reactionary trend in the U.S. which has 
followed the social and sexual trends of the 
1960’s, Vietnam, and Watergate. 
I shall certainly not defend “Deep Throat”, 
which I found repulsive and detestable, as 
either a good film or good pornography, but 
I will defend the director’s right to make it, 
the actors right to act in it, and the adult 
moviegoers right to voluntarily pay his or her 
money to see it. 
Reems, along with a number of other 
individuals and corporations, has been con­ 
victed in Memphis, Tennessee, of conspiring 
to transport obscene movies across state 
lines. He faces a stiff fine and jail sentence. 
His conviction was made possible by a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision several years ago 
which reversed the liberal drift of the pre­ 
vious decade regarding obscenity and vir­ 
tually left it up to local communities to 
discern what was osbscene according to local 
standards. 
The 
Court 
also 
established 
guidelines more rigid than before. 
It was predicted at the time that the 
decision would make the climate fertile for 
a return to forms of censorship and for the 
curtailment of First Amendment rights and 
would lead to ludicrous situations in which 
a given film might be ruled obscene and thus 
unviewable by the public in one community 
and not obscene, and therefore viewable, in 
the neighborhood next door. This latter 
situation occured almost immediately in the 
case of “The Devil and Miss Jones”, which 
was deemed obscene in M anhattan but not 
in the Bronx. 


Censorship and abridgement of free speech 
has always been implied, however indirectly, 
in things like the rating code for movies and 
for the “Family Hour” on television, a code 
which impels those who work in film and on 
TV to tailor the content of their films and 


shows to the appropriate requirements, thus 
constituting a form of precensorship. 
Now, with the Reems case, it becomes clear 
that prosecutors from the U.S. Attorney’s 
office have found a way to strike out legally 
at artists, in film and otherwise, and effec­ 
tively censor and precensor their work with 
this kind of forceful intimidation. 
If Reem’s conviction is upheld by the 
higher courts, how many actors, directors, 
etc. will feel free to work in anything but 
Walt Disney-type films for fear that some 
federal prosecutor will find some town in 
some state that finds practically any film 
obscene, therefore setting up conspiracy 
trials for artists participating in any number 
of films. 
There was a time in this country when 
James Joyce’s novel Ulysses and D.H. 
Lawrence’s Lady C hatterly's Lover were 
banned as obscene, a time when the Hays 
movie code did not allow, among many other 
things, a man and a woman to be seen 
together on a movie screen in a double bed. 
It is to prevent a return to this kind ot 
atmosphere and to prevent further legal 
attacks on their colleagues, that people like 
Barbra Streisand, Shirley McClaine, Jack 
Lemmon, Edward Albee Dick Cavett, Jack 
Nicholson and many others have come for­ 
ward to support Harry Reems. 
No matter what I, or anyone else, think 
about the artistic merit, sexuality or morali­ 
ty of a film, you, the moviegoer, are entitled 
to see it, if you wish, and judge its worth for 
yourself. These rights, which we have begun 
to take so readily for granted in recent years, 
have always been threatened to a greater or 
lesser extent, by the forces of repre ssion in 
this country— by censors, McCarthyite anti­ 
communists, reactionary politicians, law en­ 
forcers and the judiciary. These forces loom 
ominously and dangerously on the horizon 
again. Unless those of us who care are 
vigilant and speak out, we may find the 
artistic, legal, and policical freedoms we 
value so dearly in this country, threatened 
once again. 


M arathon M an is this year’s “Three Days 
of the Condor” . Its them atic similarity to 
that 1975 Suspense film is striking. Like 
“Condor”, “M arathon M an” is the story of 
a man alone, who is being murderously 
pursued by people he doesn’t know, for 
reasons he doesn’t understand. 
“Condor” was only a passibly entertaining 
and frequently implausible film, but in 
retrospect it seems a gem compared to this 
mediocre, sloppily conceived and poorly ex­ 
ecuted new spy movie. 
A lot of talented people have wasted their 
time and efforts in “M arathon M an”: direc­ 
tor John Schlesinger( “Darling”, “Midnight 
Cowboy”, 
“Sunday, 
Bloody 
Sunday”), 
screenwriter 
William 
Goldman 
(’’Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance Kid”), and a fine 
cast led by Dustin Hoffman (The pursued 
“Marathon M an”) and Lawrence Olivier 
(His chief pursuer). The actors, particularly 
Olivier, do their best, but th at’s not enough 
to rescue this contrivance of Nazis chasing 
around New York City in broad daylight 
slitting people’s throats, cars careening and 
colliding across crowded streets, and the 
central character running through the city at 
night in his pajama bottoms— with no 
policemen on hand to make arrests and 


passersby for the most part oblivious to the 
goings on. 
The absurdities of the plot are matched by 
Goldman and Schlesi nger’s muddled a t­ 
tempts at sociopolitical consciousness rais­ 
ing: The McCarthy anti-communist witch 
hunts of the late 1940’s and early 50’s are 
invoked (Hoffman’s father was supposedly a 
college professor who committed suicide 
shortly after his dismissal for allegedly being 
a Communist sympathizer), then almost 
completely forgotten when the movie focuses 
on the historical ramifications and re­ 
verberations of Nazi anti- semitism and the 
World War II concentration camps. Finally, 
not the last of the film’s faults, is the fact 
that the viewer never really knows, even at 
the end, who all the people chasing Hoffman 
are working for— among other unsolved 
riddles. 
One can only suspect that John Schles- 
inger, after the poor box ffice showing of his 
recent film, “The Day of the Locust” wanted 
to make a film that would be, potentially, a, 
big commercial success, however artistically 
inferior. Let’s hope that this generally fine 
director has at least gotten it out of his 
system with this piece of hack work. As for 
William Goldman, this screenplay for “M ar­ 
athon M an” is an adaptation of his own 
novel, which was said to be pretty good. After 
seeing the film, though, I can’t say that I’m 
likely to read it and find out.

Roosevelt’s Revolution, by Rexford G. 
Tugwell. (Macmillan, $14.95) 
Rexford Tugwell, a controversial member 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt s “ brains trust,” 
has written a personal memoir of the first 
year of the New Deal that is amazingly 
appropriate on the eve of the Carter ad­ 
ministration. 
That the nation is on the verge of a 
changing of the guard, with a Democratic 
president about to replace a Republican 
administration, is an obvious similarity. 
Go further and remember all the talk about 
Carter reorganizing the old Democratic coali­ 
tion of FDR, including the resurrection of the 
Solid South. 'Fake Tugwell s word for it that 
Roosevelt was not the revolutionary he was 
pictured by a hopeful left or an outraged 
right, but rather a conservative who found it 
necessary to take steps beyond the conven­ 
tional pale. 
There certainly is a fascination in reading 
an insider s views of the people and events 
of his time, particularly as exciting a period 
as the first year of the first Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration. 
More than that, Tugwell writes as he 
remembers himself, a political babe in the 
Washington woods working for a president 
who knew the uses of power, of compromise, 
of making the system work.

in coping witt it. President-elect Carter

The A lteration, by Kingsley Amis. (Vik­ 
ing, $7.95) 
The alteration of the title is a polite 
euphemism for castration. In the days before 
the Reformation, it was a way of preserving 
for the Roman Catholic church the voices of 
boy sopranos so they could sing for the 
greater glory of the Church. 
Amis has taken this premise and plunked 
it down in a world of his own creation — an 
up-todate 20th century in which Martin 
Luther had not succeeded in breaking away 
from the Roman Catholic Church, and the 
United States remained New England. 
The candidate for castrato in this sus­ 
penseful, beautifully written novel is 10- 
year-old Hubert Anvil, whose voice has 
prompted the Pope to send a two-man team 
to the youngster’s church school to confirm 
its worth and persuade the parents to permit 
the operation. 
His father agrees. His mother and their 


family confessor, who is having an affair with 
the mother, oppose the step.

case went to court, Noel told me, they’d have other attorneys. So 
I went to the jail and met Chuck and Gary and of course was very 
impressed with them.

defeat was caused in large part by important evidence being ruled 
inadmissable. 
“Singer said he was choked to the point of unconciousness, by 
Chuck with a chain,” she explainsoThe doctor who testified, who 
examined Singer, said he found no marks on his neck. Also, Singer 
put in for early retirement after the shooting, claiming the injuries 
had permanently impaired him, hut the state turned him down, 
saying that the injuries were ‘psychosomatic’. That was never 
brought out in court.” 
Peters has nothing but praise for the prosecution’s handling of the 
case: "Vogt and Kavanaugh were excellent, made very few mistakes 
in the courtroom.” And she adds: “I’d have to say, based on the 
evidence presented that I wouldn’t have found them innocent, but 
I wouldn’t have found them guilty either.” 
Since that guilty verdict nearly two years ago, Peters has spent 
a good deal of time preparing an appeal. Earlier this month, the 
appeal, contained in three boxes of files, was delivered to the State 
Court of Appeals in Albany. Its main contention deals with the 
defense claim that Judge Robert Ecker made a prejudicial charge 
to the jury. The appeal also takes issue with the extensive 
questioning of Culhane and McGivem on their criminal records prior 
to the shooting of the deputy, records which the defense claims are 
irrelevant to the murder charge. 
Peters says she won’t give up, regardless of a negative ruling. “I’m 
in this for keeps.” 
“ I’ve learned a lot from Chuck and Gary," she adds.“I’ve learned 
about looking for the positive aspects to a situation. They sat there 
on death row, and they thought about good things. They sit in prison 
now and try to improve themselves. They’ve changed my feeling 
about power, and they’ve changed my perception about oppression.” 
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
